j;“ lng P°wcrs of a dog, omitting the Influence of wind 
and weather, are dependent upon his physical condition, and 
especially upon the condition of his circulation. The nerves of 
the sense of smell and touch are in the extremities The 
nerves of scent lie in his nose. As In the case of the nerves of 
sensation the acuteness of the power is dependent upon the 
completeness of clrculatl m In the parte. If your fool goes to 
sleep you cannot feel It upon the ground, because the circulation 
a obstructed and sensation blunted. If you cat a heavy meal 
the circulation is withdrawn aud every faculty blunted 'tor the 
time belug while digestion Is going on. But every faculty Is

Its digestion is going on much more apparent than when bread 
or other light food is given. So that when the dog is fed upon 
meat just before he la hunted, not only is he sluggish, owing to 
the digestion of the meat, but his sense of smell Is blunted by a 
withdrawal of the circulation from his extremities to discharge 
the duty of digestion. Not so, however, if he is fed over night 
or some hours before ho Is hunted. Then when digestion Is com¬ 
pleted before he begins, not only is meat harmless, but it is in¬ 
dispensable to a dog that Is bunted constantly. Dog- ate nat¬ 
urally carnivorous. It would be odd if ll,eir natural rood was 
injurious to them. Hunting is their uatuial Instinct, but for the 
same reason that a wolf that has run a hundred miles to puff 
down a buffalo spends hours sleeping in the sun after he has been 
fliied, a dog that has been loaded with heavy meat food is not

Sleep 
durlug digestion Is natural among animals. Cows an,I sheen 
E a “J" t before dark; fowls of all kinds feed just before going 
to roost. Iudeed, babies go to sleep as soon as they are suckled* 
aud dogs, however lively they have been before they are fed. 
are very apt to curl up and take a snooze after a hearty meal. 
Rest Is Just os essential as food to a sporting dog, aud there is no

You’ve 
stuck a bag of shot all over me.” Sergeant utterly wild at his 
mistake seized his gun declaring he would break It up, aud never 
shoot another, and he was about to keep his word. Parker 
knew It was a magnificent Richards, and seeing his great excite¬ 
ment thought he might play the fool. He snatched his own 
weapon from the ground and cocking It said, In an entirely 
changed tone, "John Sergeant, If you break that gun I’ll blow 
your head off. You've spoilt enough good spoit for one day.” Ser¬ 
geant could uot help smiling, through his tears. Robins bad 
come up frightened to death. The yells and oaths could have 
been heard for half a intle. The dogs had quit hunting and 
stood curiously eyeing Parker’s Woody figure. From his hips to 
the crown of his head he was peppered. He wore a high silk bat 
which looked like a seive. One shot struck him In the lip, right 
under the nose, another plump in the center of the back, very 
low down. He was holding his gun with both hands aslant bis 
body when he received the discharge. The stock of the gun 
was peppered, and forty odd shot In his right arm and band, 
beside a cheek full. In all, over one hundred and thirty were 
picked out, or remain In him to this day. 


Stiff, bloody, and sore as sore could be, he reached the bouse 
of a friend that night quite late, for they dared not return 
to Belle Haven. Amidst groans and agonies Sergeant 
and the body servant picked the shot out of Parker as he lsy 
stripped on the bed. Sergeant never smiled. Parker tried to 
rally him, and coax him to gaiety, but It was all In vain. He 
would not shoot and he would not go home, but waited and 
nursed his friend with all the tenderness and constancy he knew 
how to show. At last they rode together to Cherrystone, and, 
as they parted (for Parker was to remain for a time) Sergeant 
put his arms around him, and told him that It would be many a 
day before he would shoot again on Sunday, or across the 
ditch, but to look out for him on the 15th of next October. 

And he came, he and Blanco and Shot, true to the day. And 
Parker was there, year after year, to enjoy to the full, In true 
sportsman style, that esctacy of pleasure which none but sports- 
rneu know. 

Pour Sergeant has slumbered for many years In his grave. 
Parker still lives, and Is the same bright, keen, game, true BUI 
Parker as of yore, but that coal black right eye Is gone. That 
eye that flashed In its prime like a diamond, and was a very 
basilisk glance to game, was lost years ago. Men who see the 
dear old fellow with flowing white beard, and drawn with rheu¬ 
matism, little know that In his “ plzen” he was one of the 
grandest sportsmen and truest shots that ever took the field. 

I had often noticed a habit he had of feeling hie upper Up with 
his forefinger, and once asked him why he did It. He sighed, and 
said, “ Poor John. If I never remembered him by anything 
else, I would by this breast-pin he gave me that Sunday In 
Nock’s Neck. I wouldn’t have that shot taken out for many a 
dollar.”

The Lorillard Stud Farm. 

Croshwicks, Burlington Co , N. J. 

Editor Chicago Field:— Upon my arrival ut Crosawlck* I was form- 
uaie enough lo form the acquaintance of Mr. G. B., one of Its leading 
imtmifuchiring citizen*. lie kindly offered to drive me to the above 
place— distant nine untie* After a very pleasant drive, the latter part 
of which was over the oldest road in too stale—the old Monmouth 
(historical iti Uoloniul days)—we approach the famous stud farm, which, 
viewed irom a difiance, presents the appearance of a state Industrial 
exhihition ground. 

The farm is situated near Jobstowu, In Burlingtou Co., N. J., what 
wan but it few yearn ago u small New Jersey isolated hamlet, but now, 
*lm e the adveul of Mr. Isorlllard, one of it m most thriving villages— 
thriving, judging from the fact that contentment wan manifested in the 
countenance of nil 1 met, from the village landlord and storekeeper 
down t i the little gutter-pup wtth hi* Immense slice of bread. bounti- 
fully spruAri with butter and sugar. Thin la easily accounted for wheu 
It i* known that Mr. Lorlllard'e pay-roll ulone amount*! lo $2,.VM) per 
mouth 

Oil presenting myself at the mansion and Mating my bu.-lt)«-**, Mr. 
VV. Griswold, M very courteous nud pleasant gentleman, and the lo ad 
center of the estate, kindly placed ut my disposal one of its numerous 
turnouts and a coachman, which **uh gratefully appreciated by your 
correspondent when he learned that the estate consisted of 1,0X1 acres, 
am! h desire existed to see it all. Ourdrlver mid guide (who by the wav 
was a namesake of tho rouowued Frank Forrester) Wui. Henry Herbert, 
first allowed us for inspection the carriage bou*e, situated a short dis¬ 
tance lo the right of the muueiou; the building is in form of a circle, 
neatly decorated, contains twenty-one stalls for the carriage horses, in 
the center of which Is the Carriage house, containing every conceivable 
vehicle,from the four-in-hand down; also, rooms for harness, feed, etc 
!!• re we stepped into our wagon, uud were driven about a quarter of a 
mile to the establishment for brood-mares, under the cure of Mr. Riley. 
The building forms a square, and contain- thirty-nine mall*, enclosing 
a court; two windmills supply the stables with wnler A short dis¬ 
tance to the eastward is au utitiex containing twenty stulls belonging to 
the same department. Near by are neat rot luges, in which live Mr. 
Riley and his assistants Many points of interest I could not gather, as 
Superintendent Riley was absent. 

Uu our way back wo were drlveu by u Tew (sruull) buildings; Turin 
stance a bog-pen only 3(M> yard* long, corn-crib facing the same and or 
equal leugtn. They were located about 3M> yards apart, und connecting 
them at each end spacious cattle ami hog houses were erected. Uniform 

cleuuliiiess everywhere was noted To Hie right and but n short dla- 
Iniii from the mansion stand the training stables. The trainer was 
in New York; we w re ushered in, however, and placed In charge of t\ 
Dorsey. This chutu of buildings formed a complete circle, enclosing an 
exercising track one eighth of u mile in length. The structure contulns 
forty neatly fitted up box-stalls, siiHug-rooms, wuslt-rooms, etc. Dorsey 
has some twenty four men and boys *uhle< t lo him, and thirty-three 
horses in training, numbering among which are some that have already 
and will the coraiug soaaou make their mark. Dorsey is a character in 
lii- way If not a bigger mail than the “boom ” man lie certainly is the 
silent one; about all the words he gave utterance to was when we made 
tile rounds of the stalls, then in a sepulchral voice, as he opened each 
successive door that contained the fivers, would come forth lueir names 
ami pedigrees, such as, •• Patrician, l>y iiup Saxon, out of imp. Master- 
man.” Him voice aud posture were certainly tragical as wo gazed upon 
this rcmurkably fine bay colt, with his two grooms diligently putting a 
lustre* on hint that he referred to; then came the foUr-year-old bay co t 
Uncos by Losluglou out of Cora). Uucas has wintered well, aud as I 
wan given to Understand bv Other parties he w uld lie eutcicd in the 
Great Challenge Stakes ink season, he evidently will cause a little 
uneasiness. We next paid our respects to the four-vear-old bay coll 
Bonnie Oaks, by imported Billet,dam Experience Oaks. Bonnie's form 
and condition is snpsrb. He also will contend for the Challenge Slake*. 
Then we were introduced to Spartau, by Lexingtou out of Lulu Horton 
by Albion, followed by Duke of Magenta Next the celebrated bav colt 
Rocco by Imported Saxon out of Blue Stocking; then the fine chestnut 
gelding Pawnee by Ixudugtou Pawnee is a half brother to the famon* 
Parole; Victory, threu-years-old, one of Lix/.le Vic's colts by linp. Bil¬ 
let, the bay filly Kttick aud a number of the lesser lights, 
all looklug well and feeling the effects of their careful 

handling To go over the entire list with their couditton, 
pedigrees, ele., would consume too much time and space, but I am In 
formed that the names herein mentioned will be given to the public 
• re long as contestant** in the open d stukes, and some of the snorting 
fraternity will, with either pleasure or pain, rente • her them before the 
expiration of the season Bidding the silent Dorsey adieu, we passed 
out of tho building aud entering our buggy, in a short time weru landed 
nt the weanling atahles, Just completed, amt located on au eminence 
south of the mansion and about two hundred yards distant. Here I 
was received by a very ple.asaul and accommodating young man, Chue. 
Thomson, who has uuuur his charge this department as well as the 
half-bred*' stable. The weanling slatdes cover alioUt one acre of 
ground. The bulldl* g recently erected presents an Imposfog appearance 
from the outside; Inside It encloses three courts, tha renter oue of 
which Is under glass for the piirpow of shell ring the youngsters dur 
Ing Inclement weather; In the renter of this court, which is about 
Mixtr feet square, stands an artistic fountain with huslu for the babies 
to quench their thirst. The floor Is kept scrupulously clean by the 
Injontimi supply of sawdust. Tula with the artistic arrangement of tho 
Interior, as the ravs of lliMSUn reflect through the glass r«a>f, presents a 
picture (as Dau Rice wonid express It during his exhibition of Excel¬ 
sior) worthy both the amateur and artist. On each side of this are two 
Mnalltirconrts, each containing Its fountain; the water, os In all the 
other principal buildings, Is forced up by windmills. This structure 
ro..tains some sixty Ik»x stalls, each twelve by fourteen, together with 
the necessary feed-rooms, sitting-room, etc., as well ms oue peculiar 
feature, a Russian bath ; the bath Is eight by ten, heated by pipes, aud 
for the purpose of treating cases of distemper, should any arl-o. Mr. 
Thomson, however. Informed me he has over one hundred head of 
horses uoder his charge, aud prides himself on uot bavlutf a single 
rase of sickness or lami-ncss among the entire lot Th« buildings are 
disinfected dally, and particular care taken lo guard them from outside 
stock lie has forty seven yea lings, fifteen of which he cias-es as 
ha'f breds, which they are breeding for carriage horses. As 
heretofore slsted It would take too much spare to euumorate 
them all. They all are In good condition, and look promising; 
one or the Istte rises particularly striking my fincy, a very 
handsome brown colt l«V% hands high, with one whlto stocking h g, 
sired t»y Bayonet, out of s half bred mare. Also amoug the thorough 
bn ds was one out of Highland Lassie, by Mason, and another wtth four 
whits stockings end a star, s perfect picture of the noted Falsetto, of 
national fame, and now lo England, out of the Girl of the Period, by 
Baxou. From the rreat of the Dill on which this building la situated, a 
flue view of the estate Is obtained. Very striking to the eye Is the 
untfortiy of color In which each of the numerous structures are dressed, 


(I. a ) straw color, trimmed with brown; the regularity of tho fences, 
the newly-plan ted shade trees, each eudmed tin a shield, or protector 
from the cattle; the herds of yearlings and brood mares gam lading about 
In their respective enclosures, si) add a charm to the picture that must 
be seen to be appreciated. The stabling for hair breds, also under 
Mr. Thomson's charge, at suds about MM) yards west of the mansion; 
this contains twenty box stalls and eight standliig stalls; in this Is 
h’.nsed thirty head mostly young marcs aud In foal. On finding that we 
wonid not have time by dark to visit all thedlffercnt departments—such 
as the farmhouse, with Its numerous oatbnlldlugs, the hot house, race 
course, and a host of others, we made for what I thought would 
mostly Interest your readers—the preserve, ihe entrance to which is 
about one-quarter of a mile east of the weanlings'stable, and com 
prises -ome 120 acres. This Is a late addition to the estate, yet with tin* 
unlimited supply of the mighty dollar is (although in its Infam y) well 
worth a visit; It Is in charge of Abraham St >loy, who looks the typical 
Old Country game-keeper all over, and proved to be so, for on question¬ 
ing him, I found he hod uot been In this country loug. He Is a York 
Bhlrenmu,and whs formerly game-keeper to Loro Fit/william* Nialey 
first called our attention to the quail house, built in the form of a I tier 
T, and covered with 7,000 square feet of wire netting. On entering, 
it present* the appearance of amlniQliire forest; the ground Is carpeted 
with oak leaves, dwarf trees Interspersed here ami there, creating n 
cover for the birds, also an artificial spring, In all It w as ibe person Ilka 
lion of Fcrttf rut f unt housed. “ Where are the quail? ‘ I usk of Staley 
“ Kick that bush,sir, and you will see one;" I did us requested, and 1 was 
greeted with the familiar sound and sight that instinctively (forgetting 
where I was) brought my cane to ray shoulder. •* We only lmve ounio 
fifty here now, but expect some hundreds soon,” said Staley, •• which 
we shall place here, and turn out In the Spring.” 

Near the center or the quail bouse is placed tile roosting house, w hich, 
I wx given to understand, is an invention of Mr. LorlllurdV and works 
lo lohara, protecting the birds fit flight from unyvermiu thal ijlOHltl 
succeed in gaining admittance to the house. A short distance from 
here are situated the fl-h points. Uu the estate west of the mansion 
there runs a uever falling brook of pure water, yet in place of tillll/.tng 
It for his fish ponds. Mr. L. has at no small uxpeuse perfected two artifi¬ 
cial ponds, and at the present time completing a third. These 
ponds cover over au acre of ground euch.uuuaic sixtueu feet deep; 
supplied with water from both artesian and surface wells. The power 
usca is the same as in other instances—windmills. At tho time of my 
visit a two-inch stream w r us flowing through the pipes from each wulf, 
mingling together as they entered the ponds. Mixing the two waters is 
for the purpose of obtaining a purer article for the finny tribe, und 
already oue of the ponds is partially stocked with carp (Cyprian* 
earplo) imported front Germany by Professor Baird, md negotiations 
are now pending to complete the assortment for stocking each sepa¬ 
rate pond. Upon the surface of oue lastly floated a bunch of mullard*, 
seemingly perfectly contented, probably aware that they are placed there 
more for ornament than to inspire a certain indescribable feeling in the 
breast or their mulunl enemy—man. 

I could uot but think, as l viewed the luvlshineiil of money, the ad 
vantages of such, together with it* uuiurnl and mrificial advantage-, 
what a school was offered here for the study of Ichthyology, uud with 
an unlimited purse to draw from, what experiments could he made and 
what conclusions could be drawn as to how amicably certain species 
could agree, their habits, etc. 

It was near sunset when we left tho preserve. After stopping ut the 
mansiou and thanking Mr Griswold tor bis Undue*-, Henry Herbert 
drove us to the hostelry, where our team bad been stabled, we paid our 
scon.- and headed for Crosswicks, gratified beyond expectation with our 
visit to the Lorillard Stud Faria. Box.

Editor Chicago Fi*LD:—In one of my ponds, the lower of 
the chain, I had placed several thousand creek suckers to serve 
as food for my trout In time of need. My reason for placing 
them In this pond was that It contained a superabundance of

The commissioners are placed In a very bad position, having 
In compliance with the laws requiring them to do so, ordered 
fishways to be built and made contracts for eggs of different

was worked full of holes by them. I uever beheld such a growth 
In any fresh-water flBh as In these ugly suckers; many of them 
were less than two ounces In weight when put Into the pond, and 
when taken out and killed three months after, tipped the scales 
at eight to ten ounces. 80 much for an abundance of food 
of the right sort, and to carry out the principle these burly 
fellows were chopped up and fed to the very fish they had robbed. 
I had the pleasure of seeing my lank and hungry trout devour 
them, head, body, and bones; for I cut up the entire fish. In a 
few months the Insect life again became abundant, and I resolved 
henceforth to let my trout wiggle In ponds that contained no 
suckers. 

Many I know will wonder bow I removed ray suckers from the 
water tn which I kept both, without handling my weak and starv¬ 
ing trout. I did It by using a strong current of water passing 
through a trap box of singular, though simple construction. Fir<t 
having drawn down the water until It passed along a narrow 
channel In the center of the pond, I placed one of these boxes 
at each end (Inlet and outlet). I had them so made that 
most of the water passed through a lower false but 
tom, while the fish (both kinds) passed into I he 

trap through which a constant, though gentle, stream flowed; ouce 

nto this compartment return was Impossible, nor could they 
injure themselves In any way. Out of this section 1 could easily 
remove the objectionable fish with a small square dip-net, a few 
at a time, and when all but the trout were removed, a slide was 
Inserted to divide the space so that new Incomers could enter 
without mixing with those already there. Out of the upper box 
division the trout could escape Into a vacant or temporary place 
above, and a similar provision was made lu the box below By 
such simple, durable, and Inexpenlsve devices I am able to control 
my fish at all seasons lu the most complete and satisfactory man 
ner, for almost auy fish will move up or down when, as above 
c ted, a stroug current Is employed, and a complete and radical 
change made In the pond by lowering the water. 

While engaged at these ponds 1 was often annoyed by the 
depredations of mink. Not being much of a trapper I wrote to 
Seth Green for advice, knowing that be must certainly have had 
some experience with them. From him I was pleased to receive 
t highly satisfactory and prompt reply. He related how, upon 
one occasion, he had been robbed of a number of small fish that 
he Intended to use as bait, by a mink that happened his wav 
After carefully reading over his letter I resolved upon the fol¬ 
lowing: I bought at ouee one-half doxen Newhou-e No. 1 mink 
traps. I made several small shallow boxes, which I placed near 
the Inlets and outlets of my ponds, sinking them close to the 
bank so that about two Inches deep of water covered the bottom • 
into each box I put a number of small live fish; also on- mink 
trap, lying In the water and chained to the box.

It Is no compliment to the Intelligence of the Legislature of 
Maine that Its Fish Commission has to show them that the im¬ 
portant Item of fish-food bus fallen off with the settlement of the 
country, and that fish-culture is the means to restore this valu¬ 
able Industry and food resource. Many men would be tempted 
lo resign, but the Maine Commission evidently an- working for 
the Interests of the peopleaod not of the Legislature, and so they 
try to instruct the latter by setting before them the first princi¬ 
ples of fish-culture, or rather Its objects, things that every intelli¬ 
gent man In America is supposed to know. 

The report cites the Penobscot river as an Instance of what can 
be done by persistent stocking In restoring the salmon fisheries. 
The number of salmon token on this river during the past tear 
was very large. The lowest price reached was eight cents'per 
pound, the highest one dollur. The average during the season 
was about twenty-five cents. Concerning the size of the fish, they 
report some as high as thirty-five pounds, while the amount over 
the usual run for the past few years consisted moativ of fish 
from eight to eleven pounds weight, a feature of the catch this 
year bo marked as to become u matter of general observation, 
rbere has been some excitement on the Mattawamkeag eoneern- 
Ing the presence of an extraordinary run of salmon, fur which no 
fishways are provided, at Gordon Falls and Slurgundv The fish 
were leaping and plainly Visible, and the people and the news- 
p*l>€r8 are demanding flshwava. 

In the department of the state inland fisheries there were distrib¬ 
uted the eggs of 1110,000 laud-locked salmon, 18.000 Itongelev 
trout and 10,000 blue-backed trout.

BUT ING AND BELLING. 

There are few breeders who do not at one time or another 
desire to dispose of some of their surplus stock, and these very 
often object to offer their property openly for sale, as they 
object to be included In the category of dog dealers, as they 
term it. This Is hardly a fair view of the case (though a sapient 
Bow street magistrate, in his wisdom, has laid it down that any 
one aelllng a dog or owning a stud dog Is a dealer in point of 
law), for a man may dispose of a great many puppies or full- 
grown dogs before he can come into competition with profes¬ 
sional dealers. An advertisement In the sporting journals which 
refers to any breed of dogs of a known strain will always receive 
replies, anil if the price asked Is not too high, business can gen¬ 
erally be done. Naturally, with unknown persons there Is more 
difficulty in effecting a sale, but there is always a market for 
good animals. It is undesirable to keep puppies too" long If 
profit Is to he considered. Not only docs their care Involve con¬ 
siderable time and expense after they are first weaned, but they 
look better then than they do subsequently, and so frequently

s gave him buttermilk, thick milk, and sweet milk—the latter 
especially for supper fresh from the cow. I let him loose for two 
hours three times a day. I groomed him with a brush with 
carbolic soap rubbed across it. He grew as I never saw an ani¬ 
mal grow before, and waxed strong and clumsy. I washed him 
once with carbolic soap, and bis face two or three times with 
castllc soap The dryness of the face disappeared, likewise the 
humor. When eight months old he caught the distemper from 
another puppy. He was taken severely. Having a prejudice 
against medicine, I determined to give him none whatever, un¬ 
less violent febrile symptoms should demand aconite. I removed 
bis kennel to the barn, a d gave blman abundauce of dry wheat 
straw, and changed It often. I gave him the simplest food, 
mainly bread and milk; despite Maybew’s warning not to give 
him anything warm, I continued htshalf a pint of milk fresh from 
the cow for supper. In ten days be was substantially “ over” the 
disease. The ninth day, when out walking, I helped him over a 
fence, and In the moment of supreme pleasure, resulting there¬ 
from, he turned a somersault down the bank Into a swollen 
creek. Visions swept across my mind at once of roy dying thirty- 
dollar pup, but after scrambling out he found in the shortest 
possible time nearly every square rod of a seven-acre field, and, 
after a little rubbing, was quite dry. 

If I were to formulate my convictions of puppy raising, I 
should say first, feed them regularly on substantial food, consist¬ 
ing of meat, milk, coarse bread, vegetables, etc. Second, give 
them much exercise. This is a tine qua non to their health and 
general well-being. Third, give them a kennel absolutely clean 
and comfortable.

I applied to a reputable dealer, 
who represented this pup which I selected "as large, handsome, 
and In the best of condition,” and I suppose In the eyes of dog 
dealers his words were truthful; but I was not a little disappoint- 
ed when my pup arrived. Being six months old, I expected a 
dog of considerable size, hut to me he seemed small, gaunt and 
cadaverous, with humor In Ills blood, and a dry, ecabbv face; but 
Ids points were superior, and Ids ancestry royal—Droid and 
Leda (Leicester—Rose)—and l set about converting him Into my 
day. With care al tlr»l I Increased his diet to three substantial 
meals | er day, a square meal of meat, graham bread and vegeta- 
l>lee for dinner, and lighter meals for breakfast and supper. I

31, I notice an Inquiry In regard to what effect the breeding of a 
pointer bl cli to a setter dog would have upon future litters out 
of same bitch If bred to a pointer dog, and also your reply. 

1 would be glad to eee this question discussed fully In the col¬ 
umns of the Chicago Field, as there appears to be considerable 
difference of opinion on this point. I will narrate cuvtalu facta 
for the benefit of A. C., which he can rely npon and draw hie 
own conclusione: 


:r A gentleman of Lancaster county, in this state, had a fa?orlte 
o pointer bitch, which, after being frequently bred to pointer dogs 
h waa accidentally warded by a setter dog. The pups were de- 
i- stroyed as soon as born. But although bred ever afterward to 
a pointer dogs, In her next litter (and I thluk for several litters 
b afterward) she threw pups with patches of longer hair on their 
e limbs. But this is not all. One of these pups—a bitch —was 
n kept, aod Is now alive, owned Uy N. B. Chafer, Esq., of Lancaster 
e C ourt House, Va.,and has been bred repeatedly only to pointer dogs 
and In almost every litter transmits this peculiar patch of loug 
a hair to one or more of her pups One of these pups, a beautiful 
t animal, Is owned In this town by Dr. T. C. Robertson, and has 
, this same patch, about the size of a half dollar, on each bind 
e quarter. I should judge A C.’s bitch has certainly been Injured, 
I and, if It had been the first time she had been bred, I would ven- 
e ture to say she would have irretrievably ruined her breeding value; 
* 80 thoroughly, In my observation, does thc first dog that wards a 

- young bitch affect her later litters In color, skin, form, and dls- 
i position. Such Is my experience. Will not some of mv fcllow-

Mr. Holabird’s Kennel —Valparaiso, Ind.— Editor Chicago 
Field: —Pardon a few words about my Irish water spaniels Bar 
ney and Judy, advertised in the Chicaoo Field. Barney has 
grown beautiful by grootnlug, and to-day stands without a rival 
lu America. I shall exhibit him In New York next May and at 
all the dog shows where sportsmen do most congregate. Judy, 
bis mate, Is splendid, and is now in whelp to Barney. The re¬ 
moval of my kennel to a little farm has resulted in great sanitary 
benefit; not a sick dog In' a lot of eighteen. The enclosure is 
larger than that of the 8t. Louis Kennel Club, with abundauce 
of shade, and a mill-pond close by. We have a cook-house sup¬ 
plied with a thirty-gallon farmer’s boiler, and troughs to cool the 
feed In. Every morning we gather the bones from our meat 
markets, and they are thoroughly boiled, with all scum carefully- 
skimmed off; when done, the meat scraped off the bones, (we 
generally have about fifteen pounds of clear meat per day), a 
mixture of cornmeal and ship stuff Is stirred Into the soup and 
boiled about au hour, until thoroughly cooked and quite stiff; 
then the meat is mixed through It and the whole Is dished out 
into earthern pans to cool. When the dogs are fed (which is 
at four o'clock in the afternoon) they are chained In tbeir 
respective places and a given quantity placed before each dog in 
an earthen dish. When too much or too little flesh is indicated 
In any of the dogs, the feed Is Increased or decreased as the case 
requires, and I will say this, that, there are no healthier or hand¬ 
somer dogs In America than mine to-day. W. H. Holabiro.

M. P., Jr., St. Louis. Mo.—I have a red Irish setter dog (Blister II) 
who keep* cont inuously shaking his head, and If you touch his ears it 
seems to cause him pain. I have noticed this for the last three or four 
weeks, but thought it was unlv a habit, as be is a great pet, hut 1 am 
now thoroughly convinced that there is something wrong with hint. 
He is a hearty eater. If you or any of the readers of the Chicago Field 
can give me a remedy you will confer a great favor. An* .--The tround* 
probably is surfeit showing itself in the form of cauker of the ears. 
Give a purgative composed of i.ilap half a dram to one drain, calomel 
two to live grains according to size and age of a dog, syrup to mix. aud 
give as one dose. Feed more sparingly, and if be is fat reduce hint. 
Wash out the ears with tepid water und castile soap aud turn in u little 
of the following lotion; Take of acetate of lead halfuu ounce, sulphate 
of zinc two drams, carbolic acid half dram, und water half u pint; mix. 
shake well before using. Bcpeat it morning and ulghf, and put u hood 
on him to prevent hi-shaking the ears ns l at keeps them sore. If this 
does not cure in the course of throe or four weeks let us know. Dis¬ 
solve a teaspoonful of cream of tartar In u tumbler of water aud give n 
tublespoourui morning aud night for a couple of weeks. 

E. F. II., Leavenworth, Kan,—Please advise me what to do for my 
setter pup eight months old. 8lie had the distemper badly during 
January aud got very weak. After distemper seemed cured she still 
had her eyes full of mutter every morning. Gave sulphur and fed on 
good food, such as chopped raw beef and table scraps Exercised 
gently, but found her getting weaker in buck, aud finally she could not 
stand nor walk straight. The past week she can stand up and 
must be lifted about. I feed raw meat, but she scratches all the time 
Spirits and appetite good. Ans.—Clip offthe hair from over the loins 
and blister with nitrate of silver: dissolve one stick of lunar cuustlr in 
a teaspoonful of water aud paint it nu the back with a camel** hrtlr 
brush.

The Ruddy Duck. 


(Eriimalura nMda.) 

North America at large, la the range given for thia little duck, 
from which we Infer that It la found In all eultahle localities, 
from the Mexican boundary and Gulf, north to the Arctic Seas, 
and across from ocean to ocean. South to Guatemala, where It 
was found breeding at Duenas, gives It a still more extended dis¬ 
tribution, and Cuba completes the list of localities cited by Dr. 
Coues for its habitat. The same author gives It as a Missouri 
species in all suitable situations, during the migration, and breed- 
Ing within the region. He found numbers In July about Turtle 
Mountain, Dakota, nesting the pools In which the young were 
swimming. Montana, along the Milk river aud Its northern trib¬ 
utaries, Is another point of observation. Mouth of the Platte, 
Lieutenant Warren’s expedition, and Pacific creek, Wyoming, of 
the later expeditions, are also given as localities, In that mnltum 
in parvo, the “ Birds of the Northwest.” 

The ruddy duck was first described by the ornithologist Wilson, 
from a pair shot on the Delaware, and It Is lu hts work that wo 
firat have a notice, description and drawing of this then-supposed 
rare species. Later, Ord, In bis edition of Wilson, speaks of Its ex¬ 
ceeding rarity In Wilson’s time, bnt he further adds, the year subse¬ 
quent to that author’s deAth, the ruddy duck began to make lta ap¬ 
pearance In the waters of the Delaware. In October, 1814,Ord pro¬ 
cured a female, killed from a flock of five, at Windmill Ialand, 
opposite Philadelphia, and In October, 1818, be again procured It. 
abootlng three, a male and two female*. This rare species seemed 
to be getting more abundant, and a few years later Audubon,with 
bla graphic pencil, delineated the blrda In their several stages of 
plumage, accompanying the drawing with an elaborate account, 
and considering It a very common bird. Coming down to the 
present date we may consider the ruddy duck as an abundant 
epeclea throughout It* oxteoatve range, that Is, In all such place* 
favoring the habits of auch an aquatic bird. The bays and estuaries 
of our Atlantic shore, which offer so many and varied attractions 
for the numerous wild fowl which frequent the coast, la where the 
Eastern sportsman Is heal acquainted with the ruddy duck, i 
clad In the brown and gray mottle of the female aud Immature ’ 
stages. Or) the Delaware he goce by the name of “ stiff tall," 
from the narrow pointed tall feathers, which distinguish him at | 
once from other ducks. On the Chesapeake he paaeee under the 


loose KMbriquct of coot, shared In common with several other 
species. Of tbelr abundance In certain places at certain times, 
a circumstance comes to mind, related by Mr. C. S. Westcott; he 
was goose-shooting with a friend In Slnepuxent sound, Maryland, 
when one night the bay froxe entirely over. Next moruing an 
air hole was discovered about one hundred and fifty yards fmm 
the stern of the yacht, covering about two or three acres, which 
was found to be alive with ducks—ruddles, pledles,whistlers, and 
a sprinkling of red heads, but the ruddles were by far the most 
numerous. No geese were to be seen, so the ducks received 
all the attention; through the entire day they came 
Into the air-hole by hundreds, and continued to do 
so all through the next, when the Ice broke up. At 
the mouth of oue of the many rivers, or more properly speaking, 
arms, that extend along the upper shores of the great Chesapeake 
bay, the duck shooter Is comfortably ensconced in his blind, 
waiting for the dawn to start the birds on the wing. As a few 
faint gleams of sunlight strike among the decoys which are bob¬ 
bing up aud down as the chilly south-east bret zc chops and rip¬ 
ples the water, the sportsman sees on the farther edge three or 
four dark-looking objects diving and swimming about. They are 
ruddy ducks, and os the light increases many other groups are 
seen scattered around. The coots are bU6y feeding. If one who 
has worked In too near the decoys be shot and examined he 
will probably be found to have breakfasted on the roots and 
blades of some aquatic grasses, and perhaps some univalve or 
a fiddler may swell the bill of fare. A bad day, as It Is termed, 
Is often struck by the ducker; It looked promising for ducks, hut. 
the wind shifted, and the noble eanvas-back and the red-beads 
that only yesterday were so numerous, seem now to have for 
saken the place; even the Jinglers and whistlers have gone, and 
the few black-heads that stray up are regular “sky scrapers.” 
But mark out there those three little ducks skimming low over the 
water; they are ruddles—coots, we would call them, and they 
seem to he coming In; but we are mistaken. Oue, two, three 
splashes away out In the bay tell that they have struck water, 
where they will remain, diving and sporting and swimming, till 
the oyster pungles, working Into the opposite shore, toward 
evening, compel them to take wing auil then we may look out for 
a shot.

That it will 
go hard with rlngerB In future Is liorne out by the following res 
olution which was unanimously adopted: 

“It shall be the duly of tbe members upon whose track a sus¬ 
picious horse appears to order the animal photographed, and 
lake his full description as to size and other peculiarities, and 
forward the aame (say oue-half dozen) to the Secretary of the 
National Association, one copy to be kept on exhibition In the 
oftlce, the oilier five to be subject to the call of the members, 
which copies shall, as soon as practicable, be returned to the sec¬ 
retary. The copies of photographs of all suspicious horses on 
exhibition in the cilice of the secretary shall be known as the 
Rogues’ Gallery. Iu case the party controlling the horse should 
refuse to allow his animal to he photographed, he or they shall 
be expellod.” 

It was made a law, following a long and heated discussion, 
that after expulsion of a driver or horse by an association for 
fraud, and the expulsion Is confirmed by the Board of Review, 
such expulsion Is Irrevocable, and the driver cannot be reinstated; 
but where expulsions occur for offences not fraudulent, such 
cases may be modified by the Board of Review.

Now in all conscience what earthly object is achieved in all this but 
a gcnerul muddle A sub family la erected ou the ground that certain 
forms have deciduous horns, or thut they may want these ornaments, 
forgetting also that the so-called uon-deciduous horns are deciduous at 
some time of their existence. This Is certalnlv factitious, so we mnv 
discard the sub-family rercitUX and thereby benefit true science. Now 
look at the genera: At re* and rungife.r arc separated merely on the 
ground of a f.-w hairs at the lip of the nose, which are by no means 
constant, and the possession of horns bv the females of the latter. To 
follow the rule, the females might constitute a genera by themselves,as 
their horns are rarely palmate Again, the presence or absence of horns 
is by uo menus n generic characteristic, scarcely even a specific one, ns 
It Is now known that then- is a leudeucy amongst all these genera I . 
horns iu the female, r, rent and rangifer are >-operated on the grounds 
of want of marked palniuiion in the former, and absence of antlers iu tin- 
female ser> Curiam* Is divided ou the basis of a rather more elongated 
ln»of, the angle of curvature iu the antlers, and—horror of horrors a 
faint difference in tall. 

Now, gentlemen, here is not evidence sufficient to found a geucra 
though of undoubted value iu the distinction of species Formerly 
great stress was laid upon the supposed fact that the voting of the 
moose and caraboauwer exhibited th< spotted coat, bat tlie falsi tv of 
this has beeu ehowu by the researches of Contain Campbell Hardv 
Tltis leaves uo ground whatever for the puerile classification and nomcii 
rial tire exhibited and we may with propriety return to rerco* .s the 
generic title of all our deer; there is uo mistake Verm* air,* for the 
moose-deer tirrun^ranglfer for the reindeer, Cer rue ranadenei* for tho 
wapiti, aud Crrvu* virginianas for our common species. Judge Caton 
has already recognized this fact and taken the initiative in his work on 
the ‘Antelope and Deer of North America " 

Even to erect u new species is a grave mistake If It naturally coincides 
with auv other. We have at present Orem? (railth us) Uumrun and 
m,.ncana, w hich are but the common Virginia species slightly modi 
fled by range, climate, differences in food, etc. It Is u well-knowu rule 
or ciassific.ation.bnt little recognized by the pseudo-scientists of the dnv. 
that to give birth to a new species-letting alone genera-it is uoce-sarv 
that characteristics should he observed that are prominent, rouetant 
uniform iu every individual, and wanting in alt other Individ¬ 
ual* of the name rtans and that ran not hy a y posnltdtity be attribute,/ 
to variation in habitat, food, rtimufie caunes, etc. I.ot this then ob¬ 
tain with us as a body and as Individuals. 

Or birds, the same may be said in a general way as of mammals. But 
this report is already too long to admit or reviewing their classification 
as thoroughly ns lias Just been done, following step by step down to 
well-known objects; such would be taxing an already overtaxed 
patienco.

This wus followed by the judge In a few well-chosen words, 
when ho moved its adoption. Mr. Colburn, who seconded the 
resolutions, referred to the Impression that seemed to be enter¬ 
tained by many of our legislators that members of the State 
Sportsmen’s Association must of necessity be what are known In 
common parlance as “sporting men.’’ He said: 

“ We are neither more nor less than citizens of the state; who 
In polut of character uml Intelligence, I claim, will compare favor¬ 
ably wltb any other body of citizens who assemble together in 
convention in behalf of any object that affects the business, 
health and wealth of the whole state. 1 hold that the especial 
work of this association is in the direct line of sustaining and 
producing wealth for the slate, as important, In its measure, as 
the cultivation of the soil and the production of Its grain or fruit 
food for the i*eople. Wo go to the legislature with no selfish 
ends to serve, but only In the interest of the preservation and 
perpetuation of all valuable food game aniumls and fishes—a 
subject of far greater Importance to the people, especially to 
the residents of the more recently settled portions of our state, 
than Is generally appreciated. I think that the dignity of this 
body, and the Importance of the work we have in hand, should 
lie more plainly utul emphatically asserted, and the resolutions 
uuder consideration, if adopted by this convention, will be a move 
In that, direct ion.” 

The resolutions were unanimously adopted. 

A resolution was offered by Mr. S. A. McLean, asking for the 
appointment of a committee of five to devise ways and means 
for the better protection of game, and the co-operAtlon of the 
residents of the north part of the state. This resolution he ably 
backed up by sound argument. If the sportsmen of the south¬ 
ern part of the slate were understood by the residents of north¬ 
ern Michigan, they would both pull together.

Invited rue to a day's ellloynielil on Ihe McCloud river. On leaving the 
leriiiliuis of the road al Heading, Me proceeded by stage a dlslftnce of 
tltlrlv miles to ihu l ull«rd tltntc* sntuion fl-lterv The ride In Ihe open 
air, ftftef the tedium of travel by rail, was a delightful change, ami the 
scan wry, like all In California, was wild aud grand. Having the pleasure 

Ml ruttpAnjf. Ill addition to thA AM PflrfOnodtttfA and a pleasant 
da in prospect, I gave myself up lo full enjoyuienl. leaving dull cam 
beliitid Amint 1 o'clock lu iho mors Ini: we made our llrst altempl al 
troui Ashing, ’»•» had no success till we iwgau halting them, whan we 
round ihcin a ready pre> o out allurements, lu this respect I round 
them quite diflVrcui from our naihe trout, and from all observation 
think they could habituate Ihfniselvc* readily to acy change. Being 
very successful In our day’s work (or sport we found it), wc greatly 
enjoyed the lascloos meal set before os of the trout mentioned Tb* 


meat to an epicure exhibits a flavor and richness unsurpassed by any 
other flsh, being flue and Juicy and unlike other Ash. As they locrcase 
in size the quality remains the same. Those caught by us varied in 
wilght from two to four pounds, while they have been found as high as 
nine pounds. 

The following year while in California I visited t he private nonds of 
Mr. Chahot, of ban Leandro, where he had About 10.000 of the red- 
handed trout In a temperature of 08°. lie wu- very desirous of my un¬ 
dertaking U> transport some lo Michigan, but 1 greatly feared It would 
result In much loss, hut consented, provided he would allow me to sort 
out thesmnllcst. Amoug several thousuud wo could not And any less 
than from flvo to seven Inches iu length. I took one hundred and 
twenty Avo of thess, and at hie earn-at request ftl*o took twenty Ave of 
the largest, which were from ten lo eleven and ft half inches in length. 
These were all yearling*, and ho was anxious sonic of the larger ones 
should he brought here alao. 

I started from ban Leant!ro with this trust on duly 1, with the young 
trout In water At a tcmncralure offiK^ wtth no Ice, and before reaching 
Hftcrameuto City It had reached 75 w . The small flsh were lu four cans 
holding Afteen gallons. The I wen tv-Ave large ones were lu two cans of 
the same size. I had un difflculiy in bringing the small trout safely 
wltb a varylug temperature, but lost most, of the larger ones from a fun 
gus growth caused by their injuring themselves against the cans. The 
trout were all of the rcd-bandcu variety,and there has been uo rhauge lu 
ihelr color, since placing them In the springwater at my hatchery. 
Allow me, lu-:ddilIon, to say that of Ihe number successfully landed 
here I planted about twenly-Ave In one of the streams tributary to the 
river Kongo, uear my hatcherv, and have since caught some of them 
after a year's Isolation from tnelr mates and found their growth equal to 
the ol hors reared artificially, *howiug conclusively that they will live 
in our water*. The method of procuring ami caring for the eggs artl 
flclally, is, of coursu, similar to the salmon. But while the fish are In 
the fry state they require very little care compared with our trout. One 
subject that should receive due notice by flsh-cuHuriats 1- the differ 
one* between the Hnlmo Iriflia and Sahno fontlnaH* In the manner 
of receiving their food. All who have bred the brook trout know that 
as a rule, they will not pick up their food after it has once fallen lo Ihu 
holloiii of the pond. Blit take It In transit; also thut If fed more than 
icqulred, the refuse contaminates the water and must be removed m 
order to keep the flsh In u healthy condition, while the California trout 
will gather tnelr food as they require it, and will not ho Injured by an 
over supply In the wulur. 

There lore, compared with our native trout, I consider them more 
hardy, easier to acclimate, mid from personal observation, more rapid 
growers. While I prize our own flsh highly at the same lime, it look* 
reasonable thru tin-variety will prove far superior and more economi¬ 
cal for the iiia** of the people A* the California salmon have been 
planted In many of our stream* all over Ihe conn try, and much mouov 
and time expended, why mil lu coiiuection wltb the effort, add the Cal¬ 
ifornia trout; I conscientiously believe that with a little Intelllgencc 
and energy oil this Interesting subject, much might be accomplished for 
our benefit. 

Would It not be advisable for oar stab'commission to investigate this 
matter, uml give it a thorough trial, thus adding lo our 11*1 a variety of 
fish Hint 1 believe would tempt the sportsman aud the epicure, while iu 
course of time it might become n source of profit 

An Interesting discussion followed, in which many question* were 
asked by the members In regard to the superb game Ash referred to In 
Mr. Clark's paper, uml which cllclled the facts that the red-banded troui 
was a hurdvfish, very prolific In breeding, of large size and more gurney 
than Ihe Michigan grey ling.

The Gulf Coast of Florida. 


HOW TO KBAOU IT, AND WHAT WILL BE MOST NEEDED WnEN 
THERE. 


(Pnini our S|>.-etnl l.orrntpuiiiiimt.) 

There arc, perhaps, few sportsmen in the country who have 
not at some time felt a wish to visit Florida, and perhaps a 
majority have thought of a trip to the “land of (lowers” as 
among the possibilities of the “dim distant future.” Others 
have gone farther, and planued the trip into definite shape, even 
to fixing the time of starting. 

In the minds of such the first questions arising are, What is 
the best route to Florida! What portions of the state are most 
prolific lu game and fish! In which localities can I find the best 
accommodations at the lowest prices! What class of guns, 
ammunition, and fishing tackle will I most need for the game 
and i'ah peculiar to that country! 

What will be the necessary expense of a two or three months’ 
trip to Florida and what season of the year I. most suitable for 
such a trip! These and similar questions have been asked me 
repeatedly since my return from Florida, and it is my purpose in 
tills paper to answer them to the best of my ability, and to give 
such other facts as in my judgment may be useful to persons 
going there. First, then, as to the route. Competing lines of 
railroad offer several different routes, each possessing certain ad¬ 
vantages, but perhaps the shortest and most direct, aud that by 
which the trip may he made in the shortest space of lime, is by 
way of Louisville, Nashville, and Montgomery, Ala. By this 
route, tickets to Cedar Key and return may be purchased over 
the Illinois Central, good for six months, for tiiit.fi">. This 
route takes the tourist to Baldwin, only twenty miles from Jack¬ 
sonville. Here a stop-over check should be procured, good for 
fifteen days, In order to visit Jacksonville, St. Augustine, aud 
to make a trip by steamer up the St. John’s and Oclawaha rivers. 

No trip to Florida could he complete If it did not include a 
view of the magnificent scenery of these two streams, and of the 
nntlque city of St. Augustine. The additional expense of this 
trip, to the sum above Btatod, would be about $37, Including 
meals on tbe river steamers, making the round trip from Chi¬ 
cago to Cedar Key and return cost $93. The distance thus 
traveled will he about 2,800 miles by rail, and about 950 miles by 
water—475 on the St. John’s and 450 on the Oclawaha. 

If a party of three or more go together, excurson rates may 
be procured that will materially reduce the rates of fare as above 
stated. 

As to the portions of the state where fish and game are most 
abundant, opinions of those who have spent much time In trav¬ 
eling over the state differ. Some claim that the Indlan-river 
country Is the best; others that the Oclawaha and St. John's 
rivers flow through the finest game country, but all thlugs con¬ 
sidered, I ain of the opinion that for lioth fishing and shooting 
the lower portion of the gulf coast Is unsurpassed by any other 
territory in tiie state. Besides, It is more easily accessible than 
other favorablo res rts, and the accommodations that sportsmeu 
may find there are better than those usually found, on tbe Indian 
river especially. Steamships run twice a week from Cedar Key 
to Manatee, and after reaching that point tbe sportsmen cannot 
fail to find flsh and game abundant at every turn. 

Then, aa he proceeds south along Saraso a Bay, Charlotte Har¬ 
bor, Oyster Bay, San Carlos Harbor, Cape Romano and Ten 
Thousand Isles, the field grows richer all the time. At Manatee 
a small schooner can be chartered to take a single person or 
party of five to ten to Mr. Webb’s, a distance of forty-five miles, 
for $10. Or If notified by tea'! a few days In advance Captain 
Will Webb will meet the steamer nt Manatee with his new 
schooner and take passengers to his father’s house free of charge 
Here first-class accommodations can be secured at five dollars a 
week, Including use of small boats for fishing, jack lights and 
spears for fire-fishing, etc. Will charterahls schooner to parties 
at five dollars a day, including his services and those of two other 
men, and two small boats for running up small streams Into the 
Interior of the country. No better or pleasanter outfit than this, 
for a eoas'lng expedltlou could be imagined. 

Tbe schooner Is new, having been completed during the early 
pari of the present year. It is thirty-six feet long, thirteen feet 
beam, has a capacity of nine tons, and draws but two and a half 
feet of water, It has sleeping accommodations for ten men, is 
bntlt strongly and snbsUnttolly so a* to be thoroughly sea-worthy 


In any weather, and yet Is of such light draft as to be able to 
ascend tbe larger streams and run Into small bays and Inlets 
where many vessels of less capacity could not go. By taking 
along a small supply of provisions, a party of five can live com 
fortably on this vessel for four to five dollars a week. 

Captain Will, and his brother Jack, who always accompanies 
him on these expeditions, are both competent guides, and know 
every foot of the ground, so that no additional expense need be 
Incurred In this direction. In a cruise of three to four weeks 
the entire coast can be thoroughly explored, hunted and fished, 
from Webb's to the Florida Reefs, at tbe extreme south end of 
the peninsula, Including short trips up tbe Myakka, Caloosahat- 
chie, Fahkabuatehee and other rivers. At Cape Romano, Fort 
Myers, Puota Rassa, Fort Poinsett and many other points along 
tbe coast, deer are abundant, and bears, panthers, wild cats and 
wolves are frequently met with. The fishing Is superb all along 
the coast, and the naturalist may collect many rare and Interest¬ 
ing Icthyologtcal, ornithological and conchologlcal specimens, not 
to be found elsdwhcre In the United 8tates. 

A shot gun and rifle will both be needed, though a cylinder 
bore shot gun, and supply of buck-shot cartridges in addition to 
the supply of small shot may answer all purposes. The greater 
need of the rifle Is for the larger game which frequently offers 
long range shots where a shot gun Is entirely useless, and if the 
sportsman be a clever rifle shot, he should always provide him¬ 
self with both. 

A large supply of ammunition should be provided for each, for 
there is such a great variety and such countless numbers of birds 
and animals constantly presenting themselves, that although 
many of them be not game, still the temptation to shoot them 
Is so strong that few resist it- For instance there are cranes, 
pelicans, cormorants, water turkeys, alligators, etc., offering 
shots at all ranges and affording such line opportunities for 
practice that any one is justifiable In lmprovlog these opportuni¬ 
ties when not lu localities where game Is to be found. I esti¬ 
mate, from experience and observation, that an enthusiastic 
sportsman will shoot away 500 shells In each week that he may 
spend in Florida, and If he be provided wltb rifle and shot gun 
both, perhaps an equal division of this number between the 
two would not be far from the proper figure. 

A liberal supply and good assortment of fishing tackle should 
be taken, and this of the best quality. The native Floridian 
uses only a heavy hand line and large strong hoolc for his fishing, 
his motive being fish not sport; and he will laugh at the sports¬ 
man who goes there from tbe North supplied with fine tackle. 
He will tell you that you will lose your fiae line, and perhaps 
your rod and reel, before j'ou flsh an hour; that a twenty-pound 
red-fish, drum or grouper, or a hundred-pound jew-flsh or shark 
will probably walk away with them before you have fairly com¬ 
menced fishing. But he is welcome to his opinion and lo ills 
heavy hand line. I prefer my good, strong bass rod, my Meek & 
Milam reel, my fine-braided linen or sea-grass line, patent 
sinker and limerick hook. There is a pleasure In fishing with 
fine tackle, even if you don’t get a bite, and If you uo get one 
there is so much more sport in handling your fish with your fine 
tackle than with your “ main strength ” tackle, that any true 
deselple of Izaak had rather catch one flsh with the former than 
half a dozen with the latter. 

I grant that yon will frequently lose a hook when a shark,Jew 
fish, taupon, or other sea monster takes hold of it, as they fre¬ 
quently do, but on the coutrary you will take many a fine, sen¬ 
sitive, gamy flsli that would be frightened away by your neigh¬ 
bors clothes-line and awkward-looking slug of lead. 

Shark tackle is ail well enough when you go fishing for sharks,but 
when fishing for game fish use fine tackle. Take with you then a 
good, strong hut light and flexible bass or salmon rod, a supply 
ol Bradford .fe Anthony's hard braid water-poof linen lines, such 
as Eaton sells, a large-sized Meek & Milam reel, a supply of 
limerick hooks, assorted sizes, from number 3-0 to number 9-0, 
a lot. of artificial minnows and spoons for trolling, a landing net, 
and you will be properly equipped In that line. A minnow seine 
would also be desirable ns live minnows are the best bait at 
talnable for many of the best salt-water fish and few people 
there have any better arrangement for catching minnows than 
with a “ pin hook,” which Is decidedly Blow. 

A supply of first-class shark tackle should by all means l>e 
taken along, for much exciting sport may be had hooking these 
and other monsters of the deep. About fifty feet of strong, half- 
ineb rope, two feet of chain, such as Is used for baiter chain for 
horses, to go next the hook, and half a dozen large-sized shark 
books complete the list. 

These latter rnay not be found In Chicago but can be ordered 
from the East. It is not advisable to depend upon getting any¬ 
thing needed for the trip after reaching Jacksonville or Cedar 
Key, for neither the goods nor the assortments kept there a ill 
be found at all satisfactory. A couple of spears, one large aud 
heavy, sultablo for shark, etc., and one smaller for other flsh 
will also be found a good investment. Most residents and guides 
have these, but not In sufficient numbers to supply parlies whore 
several wish to use them at the same time. 

Each person or each party of two should take a small, light 
tent, capable of accommodating two, for camping expeditions, 
and this should be provided with light muslin ends, thin enough 
to admit the air freely, bill thick enough to exclude sand-files 
and musqnitos. The ordinary musqulto bar is useless in Florida, 
for the sand-files, which are far more troublesome than the raus- 
qultos, pass through It readily. Each person should take a gotsl 
heavy blauket, and will find use for It almost any time in the 
year If camping. The clothing should be strong, but light, so 
aa not to be oppressive durlug the hot days that the visitor will 
experience, even lu mid Winter. A light rubber coat will be 
found an Indispensable necessity as a protection against the fre¬ 
quent raltis and heavy dews when out at night. A rubber pillow 
will also add greatly to the comfort of the trip. Rubber boot* 
are not needed. You can wade in the salt water all day aud all 
night If need be, and experience no bad effects from It; besides, 
the weather Is so hot as to render rubber boota decldedlv uncom¬ 
fortable. The only foot gear needed is a pair of cheap, heavy 
cow-hide shoes. They should be cheap, for the salt water will 
rot them out In a few weeks. Every one who goes to Florida 
lias wet feet every day, and still, colds, sore throats, and the like 
are unknown there. The “ Crackers," who live on and near the 
coast, are In the water almost every day of their lives gathering 
oysters, fishing, lifting tbelr boats over tbe shoals, etc., and yet they 
are uniformly healthy. Indeed, It Is said that It is no uncom¬ 
mon thing to see barnacles growing on tholr legs, so much of 
their time Is spent In the water. 

It would be well to take along a few simple medicines, such as 
quinine, calomel, etc., to be used as occasion may require. The 
radical change In climate usually affects tbe hoaltb more or less. 
Any physician will tell you what would be most suitable In this 
line. 

Abide from the Items mentioned above, hut little baggage will 
be needed and bul little should be taken. Good clothe* arc not 
needed and will look out of place after you reach tic- thinly set¬ 
tled districts. No books should be taken foi you will have 
neither time nor taste for reading, and they will only add to tbe 
bulk and weight of your luggage, unnecessarily. There are ao 
many wonders and objecte of Interest In this marvelous region 
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week If you 


tbit you could oot spare time to read an hour each 
bad a whole library at your disposal. 

As to the necessary expense of tbe trip, oDe hundred dollars

Early Experiences in Hunting and Fishing.

Epitok CiiicAoo Field :—In all my Intercourse with sports¬ 
men, and would be (so considered) such, and In all my careful 
reading of sporting journals, I have always noticed a total ab¬ 
sence of any accounts of those failures, In the chase or In an 
gliug, which must certainly have happened to almost everyone 
who has followed either.

My father was an extraordinary shot, and a good fisherman as 
well, but being closely engaged lu business could devote but lit¬ 
tle time to bis favorite recreation. lie would, however, take a 
few days In the Fall for bear and deer hunting In the swamps of 
Mississippi, and the same in the Summer, for fishing either in 
Lake Rorgue (a branch of the Gulf of Mexico) aud In some of 
the Bireams of this state. On most of these expeditions, I being 
the only, and a pretty badly spoiled, child, was taken along, 
Among my first experiences with the gun was to kill a bear 
which had been treed and kept up the “ old gum " until I had 
arrived; I had also caught a few croaker »in the above mentioned 
lake, and some perch In the crystal streams of Tennessee; but all 
these were accomplished with so much assistance from my father 
and others, that I am now too much of a "sport " to take much 
credit upon myself for the game thus captured. 

As I said In the beginning, I was, In common with all boys, 
an enthusiast for horses, dogs and guns, and I had ail the dispo¬ 
sitions for a hunter aud fisherman, but I bad the misfortune to 
be physically unfitted for either, and particularly so for a hunter. 

I was very short-sighted and from childhood very stout. The 
former infirmity rendered my being a quick shot an impossi¬ 
bility so bird shooting offered me no sport, except we in¬ 
clude In that the larger kinds, such as ducks, geese and turkeys. 
To these I devoted myself entirely, and with fair success, be¬ 
cause of their great abundance and my utter waut 
about shooting them setting.

My dog dropped at the report, or at least I.suppose he did, for 
when I looked for him he was lying dowu and trembling like an 
aspen leaf. Was it from fear 1 said I. No, of course not, excite¬ 
ment only; thus I flattered myself until I called his attention to 
the dead ducks, and urged him to go and fetch them. I confess 
I knew but few dog words at that time, but I used them all.

What do you sa—yl" I began to boil with rage; maybe he 
never saw ducks before; was this the cause of his unwillingness 
to go for them 1 8o I took up u piece of wood aud threw it in the 
water close by them. At once he dashed off, and as quickly 
seised the stick and brought it to me. If I had already begau to 
boll, now I was boiling over; such a stupid creature I did not 
believe lived! I kept my temper, however, and my next attempt 
was with a lump of dirt. I thought as that would sink, seeing 
uothlug else, the dog would certainly kuow that I Intended him 
to bring the duck; as soon as the dirt made a splash In the water, 
in jumped the dog, aud absolutely swam round and among the 
birds, but not noticing them at. all; not finding the object of 
his search, he came back to inc. I could stand it no longer, and 
such a walloping 1 gave the bea6t, that os soon as 1 let him go, 
into the creek he plunged, swam to the opposite side, and setting 
down on the bank looked at me. Did I do right to kill him? 

" hether or not, I did, and thus ridded the country of one worlh- 
Ires brute. 

On another occasion my sight was the cause of making a most 
ridiculous mistake. I laiught a number of decoy ducks, not that 
they were necessary, but I hud money, and I thought it was the 
proper thing to have all the most approved appliances known to 
the sporting fraternity. These decoys were pluecd In 
one evening, but the exact spot where they 
know, so riding along the banks the next day t saw what 1 sup- 
posed to be a flock of ducks, and cautiously approaching within 
a short range, I fired; not a bird moved, nor did I seem hi have hit 
any of them. I tired again,with same results; at last after reload- 
ug and tiring two more barrels, to my disgust I found that I had 
been riddling my inoffensive decoys.

the following account of ray first trip to Bush river (oue of the 
arms of tbe Chesapeake) may prove acceptable to your readers. 

It was years ago, lu ante betlum days, that the writer made his 
first trip to tbe Cuesapeake, and as the circumstances attending 
It were somewhat irregular aud complicated, yet the result was 
so gratifying, I trust it will prove Interesting. 

It was In October, rail birds were getting scarce on the Dela¬ 
ware flats, and my father learning from some source that they 
were still plenty on the Bush river, Md., soon collected a few 
friends and determined to give them a round. In two days they 
returned, but in lieu of rail birds their bags consisted of as 
many ducks as they could well carry. After relieving them 
selves of their loads of ducks and surplus clothing-a- usual 
with all gunning parties—they commenced enlightening their 
friends, assembled to receive them at Tacouy, then a -mall set¬ 
tlement on the Delaware river, on their adventures: bow they 
knocked" them, who killed the most, interspersed with the 
accustomed numerous "l!’s”and •‘ami’s,” such as 1/ .wonly had our 
big guns, if we only had big shot, etc., what we would have done.

Early Experiences In Hunting and Fishing. 

Nash villi, Tain. 

Kditor Cuioaoo Fibld:— In all my Intercourse with aporta- 
m cn, and would be (so considered) such, and In all my careful 
reading of sporting journals, I have always noticed a total ab¬ 
sence of any accounts of those failures, In the chase or In an¬ 
gling, which must certainly have happened to almost everyone 
who has followed either. It has, therefore, occurred to me 
that a few contrarieties, met with by myself, might Interest some 
of the readers of the Cbigaoo Fiild and perhaps evoke some 
similar narratives from others, who, once the Ice Is broken, may 
be (rank enough to make their confessions. 

Like the majority of boys, I displayed at a very early age a 
fondness for horses and dogs, and hailed with delight the day 
when I was considered old enough to be entrusted with a gun. 

My father was an extraordinary shot, and a good fisherman as 
well, but being closely engaged In business could devote but lit¬ 
tle time to his favorite recreation. He would, however, take a 
few days In the Fall for bear and deer hunting In the swamps of 
Mississippi, and the same In the Summer, for fishing either In 
Like Borgue (a branch of the Gulf of Mexico) and In some of 
the streams of this state. On most of these expeditions, I being 
the only, aDd a pretty badly spoiled, child, was taken along. 

Among my first experiences with the gun was to kill a bear 
which had been treed and kept up the “ old gum ’’ until 1 bad 
arrived; I bad also caught a few aroaken in the above mentioned 
lake, and some porch In the crystal streams of Tennessee; but all 
these were accomplished with so much assistance from my father 
ind others, that I am now too much of a “sport" to take much 
credit upon myself for the game thus captured. 

As I said In the beginning, I was, In common with all boys, 
in enthusiast for horses, dogs and guns, and I had all the dispo¬ 
sitions for a hunter and fisherman, but I had the misfortune to 
lie physically unfitted for either, and particularly so for a hunter. 
1 was very short-sighted and from childhood very stout. The 
former infirmity rendered my being a quick shot an Impossi¬ 
bility so bird shooting offered me no sport, except we In¬ 
clude In that the larger kinds, such as ducks, geese and turkeys. 
To these I devoted myself entirely, and with fair success, be¬ 
cause of their great abundance and my utter want of scruples 
about shooting them setting. 

Through my father’s estate In Mississippi ran a creek ; this, as 
were also a number of ponds in the vicinity, was a favorite resort of 
ducks,and there they came in the Winter, I might say by millions. 
My mode of hunting was not very sportsmanlike, though It was 
the most comfortable way I could do It. The modue operand! 
was ss follows: 

Mounted on a mule from which I could shoot, accompanied 
by a young colored boy, also mounted, I would start off, follow¬ 
ing the creek bank, allowing the darkey to go ahead to do the 
bunting; when he with his quick eye would spy a flock ol' ducks 
In the water, he would mark the spot by some object on the 
bank, and then not to frighten them, we would make a grand 
circuit out Into the field, until getting opposite the marked spot, 
when we would turn toward the creek. If the ground was dry or 
(mien we would sometimes dismount, which was the more sure 
plan of getting a shot; If not, I at any rate would remain ou 
mv mule and take the chances of frightening the game; some¬ 
times I could get In two shots, one before and the other after 
they would rise. As no one ever shot In the plantation limits 
except myself, the game never became so wild that I could not 
get a fair bag In the course of a few hours. 

Ueese were hunted somewhat differently; early In the morning 
or late In the afternoon they would enter the corn-fields to feed; 
to be sure of one or more shots required three others besides 
myself Once the game was spotted or marked down, each per- 
»on would take bis position as In a quadrille, one the right, an¬ 
other to the left and so on, In order to surround the flock, then 
idranclng from all sides at the same time and rapidly, the birds 
couM not fly so far before we got under them, that one or two 
telling shots could not be made. Turkeys also were found In 
'hecorn-fields; they were so shy and watchful, however, that 
hunting them was to me a bore, simply because I was not suc¬ 
cessful at It I hope sportsmen will not utter harsh “ thoughts "

I bought him, and In a tew days went on the plantation. I 
waa restless for the morning to dawn, that I might try my newly 
acquired treasure. I waa too Impatient to enjoy my breakfast. 
My mule had been led up to the front gate, my' gun waa ready, 
aud I waa juat about starting, when a servant told me that a 
large Dock of mallards had juat lighted In tbe creek, alongside 
the gardeu, not two hundred yards from the bouse. 

With gun lu baud, aud my boy to look for me, I sallied forth, 
leading the dog. A fence running parallel with the creek offered 
an excellent blind for me to creep up behind and get close to the 
game before firing. Notwithstanding my anxiety to get a shot, I 
took time to notice the dog; he teemed to be entirely Indifferent. 
I had hoped to see him Inspired by the sight of the gun, but he 
followed along as unconcernedly as though nothing was golug 
on. Id a minute or two more I found myself Immediately oppo- 
st.e the flock of ducks, aud not more than twenty yards off; 
there were seven or eight of them huddled quite close together; 
to make doubly sure, I rested my gun on the fence, took dellb 
erste aim and fired; tbe result wss, two dead and one winged. 

My dog dropped at tbe report, or at least 1 .suppose he did, tor 
when I looked for him he was lying down and trembling like an 
aspen leaf. Was It from fear) said I. No, of course not, excite¬ 
ment only; thus I flattered myself until I called hla attention to 
tbe dead ducks, and urged him to go aud fetch tbem. I confess 
I knew but few dog words at that time, bnt I used them all. 
There stood tbe dog looking me lu tbe face, os much as to say, 
“ What do you sa—y!" 1 began to boll with rage; maybe he 
never saw ducks before; was this tbe cause of bis unwillingness 
to go for them) So I took up a piece of wood and threw It In the 
water close by tbem. At once be dashed off, and as quickly 
seized the stick and brought It to me. If I had already began to 
boll, now I was boiling over; each a stupid creature I did not 
believe lived! I kept my temper, however, and my next attempt 
was with a lump of dirt. I thought aa that would sink, seeing 
nothing else, tbe dog would certainly know that 1 Intended blm 
to bring the duck; as soon ss thedirt made asplasb In tbe water, 
In jumped tbe dog, and absolutely swam round and among the 
blrde, but not noticing them at all; not finding the object of 
bis search, he came back to me. I could stand It no longer, and 
such a walloping I gave tbe beast, that us soon as I let blm go, 
Into tbe creek he plunged, swam to the opposite side, and setting 
down on the bank looked at me. Old I do right to kill him! 
Whether or not, I did, and thuB ridded tbe country of one worth¬ 
less brute. 

On another occasion my sight was tbe cause of making a most 
ridiculous mistake. I bought a number of decoy ducks, not that 
they were necessary, but I had money, aud I thought It was the 
proper thing to have all tbe most approved appliances known to 
the sporting fraternity. These decoys were placed In tbe creek 
one evening, but the exact spot where they were set I did not 
know, so riding along the banks the next day I saw what I sup¬ 
posed to be a flock of ducks, and cautiously approaching within 
a short range, I fired; not a bird moved, nor did X seem to have hit 
auy of them. J fired again,with same results; at loat after reload¬ 
ing and firing two more barrels, to my disgust 1 found that I bad 
been riddling my Inoffensive decoys. 

I often laugh when I think of my first attempt at deer-huntlng. 
The brother of tbe manager of the plantations, was very fond of 
me, and aa be was a constant hunter, and knew almost every deer 
path for miles around. He had several first-class hounds, sud to go 
out with tbem was to be certain of a shot. The first time I 
went be placed me on a stand, where the farm fence passed 
through a small picket of swampy ground, upon which tbe timber 
had uot been felled, and where he knew that deer after feeding 
lu tbe pea-fleld were In the habit of retiring to rest. At this 
part of the fence where I was placed, the deer when disturbed 
would run to get out In tbe forest; so often had they piaaed 
there that tbe tracks were plainly to be seen, sod they had even 
knocked the top rails off In tbetr frequent passing In and out. I 
was not long kept In suspense, for as Boon as the dogs were 
slipped, trails belDg plenty and fresh, they soon opened and tbe 
frightened deer were In motion; the noise they made was like a 
drove of cattle coming toward me. Never was mortal so over¬ 
come ss I wss. I trembled until I could scarcely stand, and with 
eyes distended I allowed the whole herd of five or six to pass me, 
never once thinking of my gun. I was mad at myself, but that 
did no good, but it stimulated me to keep trying UDtil my 
nervous system could be controlled, st least long enough to shoot. 

I resorted to still bunting, and that by myself; day after day, 
mounted on my gentle mule, I would go to tbe woods and there 
remain prowling about until late In the evening. 

Many days ware thus passed, without seeing a single deer. One 
afternoon, as I was riding along home, my mule threw up her 
bead and SDorted, as though she saw or smelt something. Now 
Is my chance, thongbt I, so 1 cocked my gan and awaited develop¬ 
ments. In a few seconds I beard something rustling in the tall 
weeds which surrounded me,and I got a glimpse at a fawn-colored 
object, and at once levelled my gun upon It and fired; almulta- 
neously with the report came a loud bleat. I rode up to see 
whence It came, when to my disgust 1 saw that I had killed a 
young ealf. 

This Is the first time I ever admitted this story; a few weeks 
after, tbe calf’s carcass was found, aud I accused of the killing 
It, but I steadfastly denied the charge until now. I persevered, 
however, until fortune smiled upon me, and I killed a deer. I 
have killed many since, but I always feel my heart flutter when I 
ace a flue buck wlibln shooting distance. 

My experience in angling has been more favorable than with 
the gun. In most of our Southern waters the best fishing places 
ore of easy access, aDd fish are so abundant that It does not re¬ 
quire as much skill as the timid trout, and salmon of tbe North. 
In the lakes and bayoos (^Mississippi, Louisiana, and Arkansas, 
as s rule, bass and perch will take almost auy bait, and bite with 
great rapidity. In lakes Pontcbartraln and Borgue, the mure ex¬ 
citing sport of taking red-fish, sea-trout, and Spanish mackerel 
can be Indulged lu. Sharp and stlng-ray often take the hook, 
and when they do tbe sport Is excellent. I have had my share of 
mishaps, however, while trying to bccome'a disciple of Sir Isaak; 
stung by the sting-ray, and wounded by the sharp fins of the cat¬ 
fish are experiences through which I went during my apprentice¬ 
ship. 

1 often think how grateful the rising generation ahould he to 
their predecessors. They have all th- delights of the forest aod 
stream, which have resulted from decades of experience. Good, 
honestly broken dogs csd now be gotten, and every Improvement 
In tackle and appliances for fishing ro perfected that accidents 
need not mar the pleasure of either sport 

Fancy some of our old pioneers, like Daniel Boone, or Davy 
Crockett, coming to life, and Instead of the long, unwieldy, 
heavy, single-barrel rifle or shot gun of their day see the beau¬ 
tiful weapons of the present; they would Indeed be ameaed. 

Now that I hare made a pretty ample confession of some of my 
early days, reminiscences of shooting and fishing, I do not wish 
tbe leaders of my bumble cocqmnnicatlons to the Cnicaao Fiau> 
to bi come skeptical about future communlcatlona they may ere 
of mine, for since the days referred to above I hare marched on 
with the Improvements of tbe times, and what with better d gs, 
better spectaales, and more experience, though still not a first- 



rata hunter, I am, perhaps, sufficiently posted to be a fair critic 
of others. One thing I will say for myaelf, that I always got aa 
big game aa I ever actually killed, and never lost a larger fiah 
than some which I have caught. Climax. 


A Reminiscence of the Chesapeake. 

BI BOZ. - 

Aa It seems to be the order of the day to give In our experi¬ 
ence, particularly so st the present time, when tbe unseasonable 
weather compels us on account of the dearth of news to fall 
back to the good old days of yore for Items of Interest, 1 hope 
the following account of my first trip to Bush river (oue of the 
arms of the Chesapeake) may prove acceptable to your readers. 

It wss years ago, lu antebellum days, that tbe writer made hla 
first trip to the Cnesapeake, aud as tbe circumstances attending 
It were somewhat Irregular and complicated, yet the result wss 
so gratifying, I trust It will prove Interesting. 

It was In October, rail birds were getting scarce on the Dela¬ 
ware flats, aud my father learning from some source that they 
were still plenty on the Bush river, Md., soon collected a few 
friends aod determined to give them a round. Iu two days they 
returned, but In lieu of rail birds their bags consisted of ss 
many ducks ss they could well carry. After relieving them¬ 
selves of their loads of ducks aud surplus clotlrlng—as usual 
with all gunning parties—they commenced enlightening their 
friends, assembled to receive tbem at Tacony, then a small set¬ 
tlement on the Delaware river, on their adventures; bow they 
“ knocked" them, who killed the most, Interspersed with the 
accustomed numerous “lf'e"ind “end’s," such utjwe only had our 
big guns, If we only had big shot, etc., what we would have done. 

I was younger then ; more easily gulled ou btgshoollDg yarns. 
With eager ears 1 took It all lu Tbe excitement I experienced 
as they described tbe countless numbers of ducks they had seen, 
Is still fresh In my memory, aod when my father (whose fort 
consisted more In upland than duck shooting) remarked that If 
I had only been there with my No. 8 aud decoys, I could have 
killed a boat-load, It capped the climax, and before be hod re¬ 
tired for the night I obtained his connect to go to Bush river the 
following day. 

One half the night was spent in getting my traps together, the 
other half not lu sleep, but happy anticipation. Before i reak- 
fast I bad made arrangements with an old duck shooter, Harry 
Castor (to whom I was Indebted for many practical lesEons in 
tbe art of paddling—devices—when and how to kill them, etc.), 
to go with me. Twelve o’clock, midnight, found us on a plat¬ 
form with our duds, consisting of two guns, ammunition, and two 
coffee-sacks full of decoys, on the north side of Bush river 
bridge. Not a light waa to be seen, except the receding red 
light on tbe rear of the train that bad left us, and was passing 
slowly over the long tressle-work bridge. In my eagerness I had 
forgotten to ask for any Instruc Ions at home. Fortunately, I 
remembered the name of Bowman, and that he attended to 
the draw. Another glance In that direction revealed a white 
light, some 400 yards away, evidently by the motion approaching 
us. The bearer proved to be Bowman. Introducing ourselves, 
we followed him to hie house, only a few yards away, heretofore 
not seen on account of the midnight gloom. Up to the present 
our anticipations bad been of the happiest kind, but when, after 
entering bis house, the following conversation took place, our 
feellugs can be Imagined. 

“ My father and friends must have hod capital sport while 
here, Mr Bowman!" 

“ Well, I should say not; they didn’t kill a thing, except one 
quail and one rabbit—tbe rail birds hud all left us." 

“ Well,” I said, “ they made up for It in ducks !" 

“ Ducks! nary a duck did they kill while here. They bad 
nothing but small guns and rail shot; If they brought auy home 
they must have bought them at Havre de Grace on their way up.’’ 

Harry and I exchanged glances. Sold, was pictured In each 
other's countenances. 

“ Is there a train going toward Philadelphia, soon I" remarked 
Harry. 

“ Not until six o’clock a. m.” replied Bowman. 

“ Well, we will take that,” I replied. 

We lit our cigars, and, with feelings lndescrlbtble, sat down to 
await daylight and the morning train. Two more disappointed 
gunners would have been bard to find. Rallying myself as the 
thought struck me that this was no public bouse and neither wss 
Bowman a landlord, and that It would be as well to be as civil as 
tbe circumstances would permit, should we wish any attentions, 

I engaged blm In conversation; he did not encourage us with any 
big ducking yarns, characteristic of most of the host* of b port¬ 
ing rendezvous, to entice us to stay, but suggested that we might 
find some trash ducks up on tbe marsh at Otter Creek, that my 
father and friends had remarked that they saw plenty there, and 
he thought aa loug as we weredowu we bad better try them one 
day, and If not successful we could take the evening train. For 
diving ducks It was too soon, also, for shooting them off the 
bridge (a favorite sport) as they bad uot commenced feeding In 
the rivers yet. 

The term trash ducks, l subsequently learned, applied to all 
species that fed on the marshes. 

We concluded to take his advice. There wss no enthusiasm 
displayed In getting ready after breakfast—the starch having 
already been taken out of us—consequently we were late In get¬ 
ting off. Not a duck did we see on our row up the river to Otter 
Creek, and we were about turning back when I s iw two crow 
ducks near tbe shore. 

" Harry," I remarked, “paddle me up to tbem; I will take one 
shot, theD I am ready for home.” 

Now, Harry, be It known, waa an acknowledged expert In that 
art on the Delaware. Slowly we approached them, and when 
within tblrty-five yards I let tbem have It aa they drew together, 
and they both keeled over. “ Now, we will go home," I wss 
about saying, when, "thunder and man,'' came from Harry. 
“Look there." I did look. Black ducks, green-wing teal and 
mallards were getting up In every dlrectlou out of tbe marsh. 
Instinctively we shook bands, and for a moment we were spell¬ 
bound. Quietly we paddled our dug-out to the edge of tbe reeds 
aud silently and In whispers we laid our plans. 

“If these ducks act as they do In other places," says Harry, 
“we must drive them away, then wait until afternoon for their 
.return, and 1 will show you some sport; In the meanwhile we 
will see bow the land lays, for there must he some ponds In there 
that they are feeding In." 

The tide was low and It hail almost left the fists bare. By 
considerable exertions we forced our way through the reeds and 
cattails, the noise of which every few moments would start a 
buucli of mallards, black ducks, teals or spoonbills from some of 
tbe numerous little ponds. 

" Let them go," says Harry, “ don’t shoot,wn will have enough 
of It before night." Every now and then a bunch would afford 
us a splendid chance but we restrained ou. Impatience. 

Wc succeeded at last In driving tbem nearly all away, and It 
waa no easy task ss they were very gentle and evidently had not 
been disturbed much. Selecting two ponds to set oar decoys In 
we regained our boat, and discovering s ditch leading In the 
direction of the ponds In question, ws headed that way. Crooked

BOW TO REACH IT, AND WHAT WILL BE MOST NEEDED WHEN 


two would not be far from the proper fleure. 

A liberal supply and good assortment of fishing tackle should 
be taken, and this of the best quality. The native Floridian 
uses only a heavy hand line and large strong hook for his fishing, 
his motive being fish not sport; and he will laugh at the sports¬ 
man who goes there from the North supplied with fine tackle. 
He will tell yon that you will loee your fine line, and perhaps 
your rod and reel, before you fish an hour; that a twenty-pound 
red-fish, drum or grouper, or a hundred-pound Jew-flsb or shark 
will probably walk away with them before you have fairly com¬ 
menced fishing. But he Is welcome to his opinion and to his 
heavy hand line. I prefer my good, strong bass rod, my Meek k 
Milam reel, my fine-braided linen or sea-grass line, patent 
sinker and limerick hook.

Early Experiences In Hunting and Fishing. 

Nashville, Tatra, 

Editor Chicago Fibld :—In all my Intercourse with sports¬ 
men, and would be (so considered) such, and in all my careful 
reading of sporting journals, I have always noticed a total ab¬ 
sence of any accounts of those failures, In the chase or In an¬ 
gling, which must certainly have happened to almost everyone 
who has followed either. It has, therefore, occurred to me 
that a few contrarieties, met with by myself, might interest some 
of the readers of the Chicago Fibld and perhaps evoke some 
similar narratives from others, who, once the Ice Is broken, may 
he frank enough to make their confessions. 

Like the majority of boys, I displayed at a very early age a 
fondness for horses and dogs, and hailed with delight the day 
wbeu I was considered old enough to be entrusted with a gun. 

My father waa an extraordinary shot, and a good fisherman as 
well, but being closely engaged In business could devote but lit¬ 
tle time to his favorite recreation. He would, however, take a 
few days In the Fall for bear and deer bunting In the swampa of 
Mississippi, and the same In the Bummer, for fishing either In 
Lake Borgue (a branch of the Quit of Mexico) and in some of 
the streams of this state. On most of these expeditions, I being 
the only, and a pretty badly spoiled, child, was taken along. 

Among my first experiences with the gun was to kill a bear 
which bad been treed and kept up the “ old gum ” until I had 
arrived; I bad also caught a few eroaken Id the above mentioned 
lake, and some perch In the crystal streams of Tennessee; but all 
these were accomplished with so much assistance from my father 
and others, that I am now too much of a “sport" to take much 
credit upon myself for the game thus captured. 

As I said In the beginning, I was, In common with all boys, 
tn enthusiast for horses, dogs and guns, and I had all the dispo¬ 
sitions (or s hunter and fisherman, but I had the misfortune to 
be physically unfitted for either, and particularly so for a hunter. 
1 was very sbort-stgbted and from childhood very stout. The 
former Infirmity rendered my being a quick shot an ImpoesI 
blllty so bird shooting offered me no sport, except we In 
elude In that the larger kinds, such as ducks, geese and turkeys. 
To these I devoted myself entirely, aud with fair success, be¬ 
cause of tbelr great abundance aud my utter want of scruples 
about shooting them settlDg. 

Through my father’s estate In Mississippi ran a creek; this, as 
were also a number of ponds Id the vicinity, wss a favorite resort of 
ducks,and there they came in the Winter, I might say by millions. 
My mode of hunting was not very sportsmanlike, though It was 
the most comfortable way I could do It. The modus operandi 
was as follows! 

Mounted on a mule from which I could shoot, accompanied 
by a young colored boy, also mounted, I would start off, follow¬ 
ing the creek bank, allowing the darkey to go ahead to do the 
bunting; when he with his quick eye would spy a flock of ducks 
In the water, he would mark the spot by Borne object on the 
bank, and then not to frighten them, we would make a grand 
circuit out Into the field, uutll getting oppoelte the marked spot, 
when we would turn toward the creek. If the ground was dry or 
frozen we would sometimes dlsmouut, which was the more sure 
plin of getting a shot; If not, I at any rate would remain on 
mr mule aud take the chances of frightening the game; some¬ 
times I could get in two shots, one before and the other after 
they would rise. As uo oue ever shot in the plantation limits 
except myself, the game never became eo wild that I could not 
get a fair bag In the course of a few hours. 

Geese were buuted somewhat differently; early In the morning 
or late In the afternoon they would enter the corn-fields to feed; 
to be sure of oue or more shots required three others besides 
myself Once the game was spotted or marked down, each per¬ 
son would take his position as lu a quadrille, one the right, an¬ 
other to the left and so on, In order to surround the flock, then 
advancing from all sides at the same time and rapidly, the birds 
could no t fly so f u bef OTe we got under them, that one or two 
telling shots could not be made. Turkeys also were found In 
the corn-fields; they were so shy and watchful, however, that 
Hunting them was to me a bore, simply because I was not suc¬ 
cessful at It I hope sportsmen will not utter harsh “ thoughts ” 
* leading such apparently sacrlllglous words, but I am making 
» confession. Perhaps others could say the same thing. 

Uuek hunting was my forte sod I had great sport, though as

I bought him, and In a few days went on the plantation. I 
was restless for the morning to dawn, that I might try my newly 
acquired treasure. I was too Impatient to enjoy my breakfasL 
My mule had been led up to the front gate, toy gun was ready, 
and I was just about starting, when a servant told me that a 
large flock of mallards had just lighted In the creek, alongside 
the garden, not two hundred yards from the bouse. 

With gun la hand, and my boy to look for me, I sallied forth, 
leading the dog. A fence ruuulug parallel with the creek offered 
an excellent blind for me to creep up behind and get close to the 
game before firing. Notwithstanding my anxiety to get a shot, I 
took time to notice the dog; be seemed to be entirely indifferent. 
I had hoped to see him Inspired by the sight of the gun, but he 
followed along as unconcernedly as though nothing was going 
on. In a minute or two more I found myself Immediately oppo¬ 
site the Bock of ducks, and not more than twenty yards off; 
there were seven or eight of them huddled quite dose together; 
to make doubly sure, I rested my gun on the fence, took dellb 
orate aim aud fired; the result was, two dead aod one winged. 

My dog dropped at the report, or at least (.suppose he did, for 
when 1 looked for him he wss lying down and trembling like an 
aspen leaf. Was It from (earl said I. No, of course not, excite¬ 
ment only; thus I flattered myself until I called his attention to 
the dead ducks, and urged him to go and fetch them. I confess 
I knew but few dog words at that time, but I used them all. 
There stood the dog looking me In the face, as much as to say, 
“What do you sa—yl” I began to boll with rage; maybe he 
never saw duclu before; was this the cause of bis unwillingness 
to go for them! Bo I took up s piece of wood and threw It lu the 
water close by them. At once be dashed off, aud as quickly 
seized the stick and brought It to me. If I had already began to 
boll, now I was boiling over; such a stupid creature I did not 
believe lived t I kept my temper, however, and my next attempt 
was with a lump of dirt. I thought as that would sink, seeing 
nothing else, the dog would certainly know that I Intended him 
to bring the duck; aa soon as the dirt made a splash lu the water, 
In Jumped the dog, and absolutely swam round aud among the 
birds, but not noticing them at all; not finding the object of 
bis search, he came back to me. I could stand it no longer, and 
such a walloping I gave the beast, that as soon as I let him go, 
Into the creek be plunged, swam to the opposite side, and setting 
down ou the bank looked at me. Did I do rlgbt to kill him) 
Whether or not, I did, and thus ridded the country of one worth¬ 
less brute. 

On another occasion my sight wss the cause of making a most 
ridiculous mistake. I bought a number of decoy ducks, not that 
they were necessary, but I bad money, and I thought It was the 
proper thing to have all tbe most approved applIaDces known to 
the sportlDg fraternity. These decoys were placed In tbe creek 
one evening, but the exact spot where they were set I did not 
know, so riding along tbe banks the next day I saw what I sup¬ 
posed to be a flock of ducks, and cautiously approaching within 
a short range, I fired; not a bird moved, nor did I seem to have bit 
any of them. I fired again, with same results; at last after reload¬ 
ing and firing two more barrels, to my disgust I found that I had 
been riddling my Inoffensive decoys. 

I often laugh wbeu I think of my first attempt at deer-huutlng. 
Tbe brother of tbe manager of the plantations, was very food of 
me, aDd as be was a constant bunter, and knew almost every deer 
path for miles around. He had several first-class hounds,and to go 
out with them was to be certain of a shot. The first time I 
went he placed me on a stand, where the farm fence passed 
through a small picket of swampy ground, upon which the timber 
had not been felled, and where he knew that deer after feeding 
In tbe pea-field were In the habit of retiring to rest. At this 
part of the fence where I wss plsced, the deer when disturbed 
would run to get out lu the forest; so often had they passed 
there that the tracks were plainly to be seen, snd they had even 
knocked the top rails off In their frequent passing in and out. 1 
waa not long kept lu suspense, for as soon as the dogs were 
slipped, trails being plenty and fresh, they soon opened and the 
frightened deer were In motion; the noise they made wss like a 
drove of cattle coming toward me. Never was mortal so over¬ 
come as I was. I trembled until I could scarcely stand, and with 
eyes distended I allowed the whole herd of five or six to pass me, 
never once thinking of my gun. I was mad at myself, but that 
did no good, but It stimulated me to keep trying until my 
nervous system could be controlled, at least long enough to shoot. 
I resorted to still hunting, and that by myself; day after day, 
mounted on my gentle mule, I would go to the woods aud there 
remain prowling about until late in the evening. 

Many days were thus passed, without seeing a single deer. One 
afternoon, as I waa ridlDg along home, my mule threw up her 
bead and snorted, as though she saw or smelt something. Now 
Is my chance, thought I, so I cocked my gun and awaited develop¬ 
ments. In a few seconds I heard something rustling lu the tall 
weeds which surrounded me,and I got a glimpse at a fawn-colored 
object, and at once levelled my gun upon It and fired; simulta¬ 
neously with the report came a loud bleat. I rode up to see 
whence It came, when to my disgust I saw that I had killed a 
youug ealf. 

This Is the first time I ever admitted this storv; a few weeks 
after, tbe calf's carcass was found, aod I accused of tbe killing 
It, but I steadfastly denied the charge until now. I persevered, 
however, until fortune smiled upon me, and I killed a deer. I 
have killed many since, but I always feel my heart flutter wbeu I 
sec a flue buck within shooting distance. 

My experience in angling has been more favorable than with 
the gun. In most of our Southern waters the best fishing places 
are of easy access, and fish are so abundant that It does not re¬ 
quire as much skill as the timid trout, and salmon of the North. 
In the lakes and bayous of Mississippi, Louisiana, and Arkansas, 
ss s rule, bsss and perch will take almost suy bait, and bite with 
great rapidity. In lakes Pontcbartraln snd Borgue, tbe more ex¬ 
citing sport of taking red-fish, sea-trout, and Spanish mackerel 
can be Indulged Id. Sharp and stlng-ray often take the hook, 
and when they do the sport la excellent. I have bad my share of 
mishaps, however, while trying to liccome'a disciple of Sir Ixask; 
stung by the stlng-ray, and wounded by the sharp fins of the cat¬ 
fish are experiences through which I went during my apprentice¬ 
ship. 

I often think bow grateful the rising generation should be to 
tbelr predecessors. They have all the delights of tbe forest and 
stream, which have resulted from decades of experience. Good, 
honestly broken dogs can now be gotten, and every Improvement 
In tackle and appliances for fishing so perfected that accidents 
need not mar the pleasure of either sport 

Fancy some of our old pioneers, like Daniel Boone, or Davy 
Oiockett, coming to Ilfs, snd Instead of the loog, unwieldy, 
heavy, single-barrel rifle or shot gun of their day see tbe beau¬ 
tiful weapons of the present; they would Indeed be smased. 

Now that I have mads a pretty ample confession of some of my 
early days, reminiscences of shooting snd fishing, I do not wish 
the rea<lers of my humble communications to tbe Chicago Fibld 
to t»* come skeptical about future communications they may see 
of mine, for since the days referred to above I bars marched on 
with the Improvements of the times, snd what with better d ga, 
better a pec (sales, snd more eiperleuee, though still not a first- 


rate hunter, I am, perhaps, sufficiently posted to be a fair critic 
of others. One thing ! will say for myself, that I always got as 
big game as I ever actually killed, and never lost a larger fish 
than some which I have caught. Climax. 


A Reminiscence of the Chesapeake. 

bt boz. 

As It seems to be the order of tbe day to give In our experi¬ 
ence, particularly so at tbe present time, when the unseasonable 
weather compels us ou account of tbe dearth of news to fall 
back to the good old days of yore for Items of Interest, I hope 
tbe following account of my first trip to Bush river (oue of the 
arms of the Chesapeake) may prove acceptable to your readers. 

It was years ago, In a»<« bitlurn days, that tbe writer made bis 
first trip to the Chesapeake, and as the circumstances attending 
It were somewhat irregular and complicated, yet the result wss 
so gratifying, I trust It will prove Interesting. 

It was In October, rail birds were getting scarce on the Dela¬ 
ware flats, and my father learning from some source that they 
were still plenty on the Bush river, Md., soon collected s few 
friends and determined to give them s round. In two days they 
returned, but lu lieu of rail birds their bags consisted of as 
many ducks ss they could well carry. After relieving them¬ 
selves of their loads of ducks and surplus clothing —as usual 
with all gunning parties—they commenced enlightening their 
friends, assembled to receive them at Tacony, then a small set¬ 
tlement on tbe Delaware river, on tbelr adventuree; bow they 
“ knocked" them, who killed the most, Interspersed with the 
accustomed numerous “IfV’and “end’s,’’ such ss Ifwwonly had our 
big guns, If we only had big shot, etc., what we would have done. 

I waa younger tbeu; more easily gulled on big shooting yarns. 
With eager ears I took It all In The excitement I experienced 
as they described tbe countless numbers of ducks they bad seen, 
Is still fresh In my memory, and when my father (whose fort 
consisted more In upland than duck shootlDg) remarked tbat If 
I bad only been there with my No. 8 snd decoys, I could have 
killed a boat-load, It capped the climax, and before be had re¬ 
tired for the nigbt I obtained bis consent to go to Bush river the 
following day. 

One half the night was spent lu getting my traps together, the 
other halt not In sleep, but happy anticipation. Before > reak- 
fast I had made arrangements with an old duck shooter, Harry 
Castor (to whom I was Indebted for many practical lessons In 
tbe art of paddling—devices—when and how to kill them, etc.), 
to go with me. Twelve o’clock, midnight, found us on a plat¬ 
form with our duds, consisting of twoguus, ammunition, and two 
coffee-sacks full of decoys, on the north side of Bush river 
bridge. Not a light waa to be seen, except the receding red 
light on the rear of tbe train that had left us, and was passing 
slowly over tbe long tressle-work bridge. In my eagerness I had 
forgotten to ask for any instruc ions at home. Fortunately, I 
remembered the name of Bowman, and that be attended to 
the draw. Another glance tn that direction revealed a white 
light, some 400 yards away, evidently by the motloD approaching 
us. The bearer proved to be Bowman. Introducing ourselves, 
we followed him to his bouse, only a few yards away, heretofore 
not seen on account of the midnight gloom. Up to the present 
our anticipations bad beeu of tbe happiest kind, but when, after 
entering bis house, tbe following conversation took place, our 
feelings can be Imagined. 

“ My father and friends must bave had capital sport while 
here, Mr. Bowman I" 

“ Well, I should say not ; they didn’t kill a thing, except one 
quail ami one rabbit—the rail birds had all left us.’’ 

“ Well,” I said, “ they made up for It tn ducks I” 

“ Ducks 1 nary a duck did they kill while here. They bad 
nothing but small guns and rail shot; If they brought suy home 
they must have bought them at Havre de Grace on tbelr way up.'’ 

Harry and I exchanged glances. Sold, was pictured in each 
other’s countenances. 

“Isthere a train going toward Philadelphia, soon!” remarked 
Harry. 

“ Not until six o'clock a. m.” replied Bowman. 

“ Well, we will take that,” I replied. 

We lit our cigars, and, with feelings Indescrlb ible, sat down to 
await daylight and tbe morning train. Two more disappointed 
gunners would have been hard to lind. Rallying myself as the 
thought struck me that this wss uo public bouse and neither was 
Bowman a landlord, and tbat It would be as well to be as civil as 
tbe circumstances would permit, should we wish any attentions, 

1 engaged him In conversation; be did not encourage us with any 
big ducking yarns, characteristic of moat of the hosts of sport¬ 
ing rendezvous, to entice ub to stay, but suggested tbat wc might 
find some trash ducks up on the marsh at Otter Creek, tbat my 
father and friends had remarked that they saw plenty there, and 
he thought as loug as we were dow u we had better try them one 
day, aud if not successful we could take the evening train. For 
diving ducks It was too soon, also, for shooting them off the 
bridge (a favorite sport) as they had not commenced feeding In 
tbe rivers yet 

Tbe term trash ducks, I subsequently learned, applied to all 
species tbat fed on the marshes. 

We concluded to take bis advice. There was uo enthusiasm 
displayed In getting ready after breakfast—tbe starch having 
already been taken out of us—consequently we were late In get¬ 
ting off. Not a duck did we see on onr row up the river to Otter 
Creek, and we were about turning back when I siw two crow 
ducks near tbe ehore. 

“ Harry,” t remarked, “ paddle me up to them; I will take one 
shot, then I am ready for home.” 

Now, Harry, he It known, was an acknowledged expert In tbat 
art on the Delaware. Slowly we approached them, and when 
within thirty-five yards I let them bave It as they drew together, 
and they both keeled over. “ Now, we will go home," I was 
about saying, when, "thunder and man,'' came from Harry. 
“Look there.” I did look. Black ducks, green-wl.ig teal and 
mallards were getting up In every direction out of the marsh. 
Instinctively we shook hands, and for a moment we were spell¬ 
bound. Quietly we paddled our dug-out to the edge of tbe reeds 
and silently aud In whispers we laid onr plans. 

“ If these ducks act as they do lu other places,” says Hsrry, 

“ we must drive them away, then wait until afternoon for their 
.return, and I will show you some sport; In the meanwhile we 
will see how the land lays, for there must be some ponds In there 
that they are feeding Id.” 

The tide was low and It had almost left the fiats bare By 
conatderatde exertions we forced our way through the reeds aud 
cattails, the noise of Which every few moments would start a 
bunch of mallards, black ducks, teals or spoonbills from some of 
tbe numerous little ponds. 

“ Let them go,” says Harry, “ don’t shoot, we will bave enough 
of It before nigbt.” Every now and then a bunch would afford 
ua a splendid chance but we restrained ou. Impatience. 

Wc succeeded at last In drivlug them nearly all away, and It 
was no easy task ss tbry were very gentle snd evidently hail not 
been disturbed much. Selecting two ponds to set our decoys In 
we regained our boat, snd discovering a ditch leading In the 
direction of the ponds In question, ws heeded that way. Crooked

On our way eleven black ducks settled clow by. Keep 'tl'l, 
whispered Harry, “ we will give them a P°P- 1 * tnk ^ * d “£ 
leads near where they settled. Ton shoot sitting, I will lake 
them as they Jump.” As the reeds were tall the only require- I 

"''■There they are, now give It to them, they are all huddled j 
together.” 

“ Don’t see them," 1 replied, » otto voct. 

“ Hold still then, and let me shoot." Harry blazed away. 

Two ducks jumped, but the report of Harry’s gun so close to I 
my head prevented me killing with my right, although only some 
twenty-live yards off ; with my lelt I brought one down. I ; 
guess we have killed nearly all of them,” said Harry, perfectly 
cool, and, true enough, seven lay dead In the small pond; we 
could hear two fluttering In the reed. Nine we gathered In all, 
and then commenced carrying our decoys to the ponds. Toget 
our boat there was Impossible, so we made ourselves as comfort¬ 
able as circumstances would permit by gathering drift-wood and 
making a seat; also with the same material we made a stand to 
keep our ammunition dry. 

It was nearly noon before we were ready for business; a lew 
scattering ducks afforded us some sport until 3 o'clock, at which 
time they commenced returning to their feeding grounds In 
flocks of from sir to twenty, and from that time until sundown 
It was one constant fusllade—It seemed that our shooting had no 
effect on them; often I would be standing up loading while a 
flock would settle amongst my decoys; as for gathering the dead 
It was out of the question. 

At sundown Harry called to me to stop If we wanted any 
shooting on the morrow. As I laid my gun down on my seat 
and approached the pond, It was a sight. The pond was only 
about forty yards In circumference, my decoys and what I had 
killed seemed to All every available space. Forty-seven I gathered; 
the number of wing-broken ones I am satisfied was considerable, 
that worked their way In the reeds. Harry out-numbered me at 
his pond, be gathering fifty-eight. Our total, 114. 

True, we were two hard-looking cases as we landed at the 
bridge; we were mud from head to foot. Bowman met us and 
remarked: " Well, you look as If you had worked hard enough 
for them. I would want ducks pretty bad to get In that con¬ 
dition.” He looked In the boat and seeing what we had done 
merely remarked that we had got some, but they were only trash 
ducks, worth about ten cents a pair. “ We don’t care for them 
kind down this way; canvas-back and red beads Is what we 
want.” We were satisfied, however, and said nothing. 

The following day we tried them again at the same place. 
They had learned a lesson, and our score only amounted to forty- 

Perfectly happy, however, at the successful termination of our 
trip, and as the weather was mild we left on the evening train. 

On our arrival home,although preconcerted how we should snub 
my father and friends for their big yarn, I was stopped by his high¬ 
ness, ” e-h-s;” don't say anything ; I would have posted you before 
you started,did 1 not know you would go prepared and able to stand 
that mud-wolloplng and would have plenty of luck. Don’t give 
us away, and tell Harry, also, and you may go again.” That 
settled It, and we were mum. He was aware that I could not 
afford to buy the amount of fowl I brought home, as I was be¬ 
holden to him In those dayB for all my spare change. 

For the benefit of young sportsmen I would add that on this 
trip I learned one lesson never forgotten; don't shoot at large 
floats of fowl on their feeding grounds; drive them away care¬ 
fully, and when It Is time for them to return you wUl find they 
always come back In small bunches and afford you plenty of 
sport; whereas, should you shoot at the entire flock the chances 
are they will not return for some day’s afterward. 

Woodcocks Carrying their Young, their Feeding Grounds 
and a Woodcock Hunt. 


WOOSTRH, O. I 

Editor Chicago Field: —In one of the late Issues of the i 
Chicago Field, I notice you give a representation of the wood¬ 
cock carrying its young. This Is a subject which I would like to 
see more fully discussed and brought before your readers, by 
those whose experience with this bird have made them familiar 
with Its habits. The mode of carrying I am satisfied is correct, 
and am also satisfied from wbat I have seen that the entire brood 
Is carried from place to place by the mother bird. As I spend 
nearly all my time in the field with my dogs, and have hunted 
and killed a great many woodcocks, I have made It a point to 
note their peculiar habits, from their first appearance here In the 
Spring until their disappearance In the Fall; their feeding 
grounds; time of moving from place to place; kinds of food and 
where obtained; how to tell where likely to be found, and 
last but not least, why more bird* can be found In the dark than 
by the light of the moon. No moonshine about IA<s. As hundreds 
of birds nest In this vicinity, I have had a great many opportun- 
li lea of observing the carrying process, and have frequently seen 
birds rise and fly away that looked as though their entire entrails 
were hanging out, and from appearance seemed as large as the 
crown of a cap. I have foUowed them closely, and have been 
near to them when flying, and also when alighting with their 
young. Have seen them carry from three to live at once, but 
have never been able to detect whether the young held on by 
their bills or with their claws, being so closely packed to the old 
bird The first Instance that came under my observation was 
several years ago. A friend of mine, who was In very delicate 
health, came to me one day, In May, and proposed a hunt for 
squirrels. I accepted his Invitation and we drove to the woods to¬ 
gether After hitching the horse we separated, each one taking 
his own course. I had gone but a short distance when my atten¬ 
tion was drawu to my friend, who yelled to roe, Look out. I 
turned around and beheld a woodcock passing within ten or fif¬ 
teen feet of me. My friend's gun was to his shoulder and In an 
Instant the bird fell to the ground. When struck, it looked as 
though It was blown into half a dozen pieces Approaching the 
bird I was surprised to find live young ones apparently about four 
days old. The old bird bad the right wing broken about the first 
j dnt, and two of the young ones were killed. I have often ran 
to the spot where birds that looked so largo had dropped, and 
found three or four young ones. One peculiar clrcumstauce 1 
have noticed, that I never saw a bird drop any more than one that 
had pin feather- on It. I believe after the young become a cer¬ 
tain size they are carried as described In the Issue mentioned. 
My Ideals, that when the parent bird Is startled or danger threat¬ 
ens, she gathers her young together and moves off with them, 
and under no circumstances, other than this, will she take to 
wing In the day time. 

Woodcocks change tbelr feeding grounds at night, and I doubt 
If ever a woodcock took wing during the day, unless put up by 
some unnatural c«use. This Is why l mention the moou busi¬ 
ness. That they do move on a light night there Is no doubt. 
But I believe very seldom, unless disturbed.

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and that otherwise I have failed to make a respectable count 
This I have demonstrated to a certainty by hunting over the 
lime grounds dally for week*, and miking l*rgo ^ 

described. There la one point that I should like to see die- I 
cussed: Do woodcocks move singly or In wisps, as the snipes I I tnw 
am Inclined to think the latter way the most plausable, and will chi 
roltta of three different occasion* that will uphold ray theory. (A 
Several year* ago I beat over a corn-field and took out of It fifty- fou 
two bird*—am satisfied I killed every bird In the Held. The All 
next morning I passed through again, and took out thirty-six fro 
more. In July, 1878, Mr. James Verner, of Pittsburg, Pa., and a* 
myself best over a piece of ground In the KUlbuck bottoms, and fat 
never saw a bird. The next morning Mr. Tbeo. Gray, of Alle- I 
gheny, Pa., and myself beat over the same ground precisely, and 
before dinner bagged thirty -eight birds. Last July I beat over sh< 
a corn-field, and beat Itthoroughly, but did not raise a feather, tut 
The next day Mr. A. L Gardner, of Mt. Vernon, N. Y., and my- dla 
self went to this same Held. I sent my red dog, Mack, Into the op] 
field, and In less than five minutes, and about one hundred yards tht 
from where we stood, we counted five birds rise out of the corn ha 
that the dog put up. We got over Into the corn, and lo less than 
two hours we counted, I think, thirty-seven birds Two days chi 
later Mr. Howard Baton, of Pittsburg, and myself, on the same bei 
ground, picked up the same number again. Should this notice 
come before any of the parties I have mentioned, If they 
will refresh their memories as to dates, they will aee that the 
moon, at tbs Dutchman hat it, waa In the right sign, was right, — 
and as I have represented, dark. te< 

Another peculiarity of the woodcock to In locating Its feeding- ne 
grounds. Some grounds are too hard,otbers too soft,some too wet or wt 
too sour, or something else that Is objectionable. In corn-fields It th 
depends altogether on the time the grounds are plowed up, and os 
also a great deal on the soU. If the ground Is wet when plowed, tb 
It becomes cloddy and hard, and they cannot bore, or rather the wi 
worms leave the surface. If moist and loose when plowed It of 
holds Its moisture until the corn Is large enough to shade the (p 
ground, and then keeps moist all Summer. Here the birds can se 
be found at any time after the corn la in tassel. The best fields ta 
or feeding grounds I have found are composed of a black or gray »e 
vegetable or sandy loam. Gravely or clay soil never holds the or 
birds unless there Is a wash In the field where the sediment rs 
lodges, and then only for a short time. An experienced hunter m 
can tell at a glance over a field whether It holds birds or not. cc 
go accustomed have I become to locating birds that I can tell d< 
almost Instantly If there are birds In a field by climbing onto a or 
fence and looking around over the corn. I am now speaking of g> 
first and second bottom fields ; by observing the growth and color U< 
of the corn you can readily observe where the moist and good 
spots are. Here you wiU find the object of your search, 
leisurely boring away after his grub. I have seen It quoted by 
authorities that the woodcock feeds only at night. In this respect 
I would beg to differ. I have killed hundreds with worms In 
their bills, and of three different kinds—the common angle- 
•worm, a long yellow worm with black head and feet, and a small 
striped worm of a brown or grayish color, similar to the yellow 
one mentioned. The yellow worm Is to be found 
In rotten logs and under the bark of logs. The smaller one 
Is frequently seen climbing around cob-webs. I will relate 
, a circumstance that may be of some benefit to persons desiring 
Information of woodcocks feeding. During last season three or 
! four birds remained close to my house, near a spring. Around p 
! this spring were several large oak trees. A friend and myself 
were seated under these trees one evening; It was nearly dark 
, when I saw one of the birds alight near one of the trees. It sat , 
for a few moments very unconcerned, when It walked up to the c 
. root of the tree and began jumping against It. We watched it , 
for a while, when I had a curiosity to see wbat It was doing. I , 
f soon found that about fifteen or eighteen IncbeB from the ground s 
there was quite a number of the last mentioned worms. I also , 
noticed that a cob-web on the tree at this point stopped the ( 
worms on their upward course, and that the bird made the Jumps (

S To make a good bag of woodcocks requires a thorough knowl¬ 
edge of the feeding spots, and this can only be acquired by long 
experience. Comparatively speaking, ninety-nine sportsmen out 
of a hundred know nothing about this kind of hunting, and go 
e stumbling through the timber, depending entirely on good luck 
1 - and their dogs to find their game, and nine times out of ten come 
o home with empty bags, whereas, If a little Judgment was used 
y and a glance taken at the soil and surroundings, plenty of birds 
ir might be found. 8outh of this place and parallel with the P. F. 

t W. * C. R-H-, runs what Is known as the Big Ditch. This ditch 

d Is about four miles long; the bank Is used as a road, and Is on 
id the right or west side.

There were thousands In this part of the 
country last Fall. The Winter has been so cold at times, that 
streams have frozen solid, and the fish, in consequence, are most 
all killed. Rambler. 

Leavenworth, Kans.—O wing to scarcity of game, sport war 
quite moderate with us this Fall. Prairie chickens were abundant 
some fifty to one hundred miles west of this place, but In the 
vicinity of Leavenworth but small bags could be made. The 
ducks afforded but little or no pleasure, owing to the contluuou, 
warm weather, until about December, when the lakes froze over 
suddenly. Geese were numerous on the bars of the Missouri 
river, and a goodly number were brought to bag. Quail shoot 
log was almost out of question, the heavy snows of last Winter 
and steady cold weather having very nearly exterminated thi, 
species. Should the present Winter oontinue to be mild tb, 
prospects will be better next Fall. H.
